all-powerful princes’ trust, which is be- 
ing so daringly and triumphantly run 
by the kaiser’s three intimate friends, 
Prince Max Egon zu Fuerstenberg, 
Prince Christian Kraft von Hohenlohe, 
and Prince Guido Henckel! von Donners- 
The princes’ trust is by far 
in Germany; it is 
indeed the only European trust of 
American magnitude; and moreover, it 
is the first trust in the world to be 
run by serene highnesses, who are 
“even-birthy,” as Germans say, with 
all the sovereigns of Europe, and two 
of whom are.related by blood to the 


marck. 
the greatest trust 


kaiser, the Austrian emperor, and half 


a dozen of Germany’s minor ruling po- 


tentates. 

The trust is only two years oid. It 
sprang from an older agglomeration of 
capital known as the “Hohenlohe Con- 
cern.” Despite its youth, it has al- 
ready got into its hands some $250,000,- 
000 of capital and is related with in- 
terests controlling §300,000,000 more, 
It has defeated more than one wealthy 
bank. It has challenged the once im- 
pregnable. Rothschilds. And it will 
soon be without a rival unless it as- 
pires to stretch its lengthening arms 
across the Atlantic and try a fall with 
J. Pierpont Morgan. 


Trust of the Princes. 


The princes’ trust is Europe's most 
ambitious attempt to do what so far 
only America has done in the way of 
combinations. But as Europe has no 
anti-trust law the Fuerstenberg-Ho- 
henlohe-Donnersmarck trust knows no 
limits to its activities. It is as free 
to run a steamship line as to open & 
néwspaper stall at a provincial rail- 
road. depot. Its motto, taken frem 
the coat of arms of one of its prince- 
ly chiefs, is “All the world is mine.” 
This is not the only respect in which 
it differs from an Aanerican trust. It 
is at bottom a feudal combination. The 
original idea was merely to develop 
the vast estates and mines of Prince 
Hohenlohe and of his partners, partic- 
ularly the Hohenlohe mines in upper 
Silesia. This development was so suc- 
cessful that Hohenlohe' turned his 
mines into a joint stock company, and 
reaped some million of dollars profit. 
The Austrian and German estates of 
Prince Fuerstenberg came in next. 
From mines the trust spread to fac- 
tories and breweries and farming, un- 
til finally it ended up in retail de- 
partment stores; and it only needed the 
properties and enterprises of the multi- 
millionaire Silesian Prince Hencke]l 
von Donnersmarck to make the pic- 
ture compiete. 

Leaving out of account’ Frau Bertha 
Krupp, and possibly one or two others, 
the three princes’ fortunes represent 
the greatest private wedlth existing in 
Germany. But at first much of this 
wealth was undeveloped land. Capital 
was needed. The trust, therefore, en- 
tered into alliance with the Deutsche 
bank, Germany's biggest and most en- 
terprising financial concern. The 
Deutsche bank runs railway conces- 
intribues for them in 
Persia, and is the most powerful in- 
terest at the back of the Bagdad rail- 
road scheme. Armed with the vast se- 
curity of its own landed wealth, and 
with the aid of the bank's capital, 
the trust was able to launch moreand 
more into colossal and multifarious en- 
terprises. Today it runs mines and 
metallurgical works in four Prussian 
provinces and is about to open up coal 
mines in Bohemia. In the mining line 
its most profitable venture isthe ex- 
ploitation of the vast deposits of 
brown coal in lower Lusatia. 

The mines supplying this coal them- 
selves form a powerful syndicate; and 
through this syndicate the trust is 
aiming at a menopoly of the German 
briquette industry, which owes its im- 
portance to the fact that briquettes 
are exclusively used for domestic heat- 
ing in most parts of the fatherland. 


The trust lately began the development / 


of large ancestral, as well as newly- 
purchased properties near Berlin, Vi- 
enna, and other German and Austrian 
towns. Here it saw the advantage of 
doing its own devolopment, so It gained 
control of the Boswan and Knauer 
corporation, the biggest building busi- 
ness in Germany. 


In the Hotel Business. 


Soon the trust went into the hotel 
business, threw up in a few months 
the gorgeous Esplanade hotels in Ber- 
lin and Hamburg; and then looked 
about for further work for its active 
hands. It was quickly in possession 


of the splendid theater known as the, 


Neue Schauspielhaus, in West Berlin, 
which wea built at a cost of §750.,- 
000. In the department store business, 
the princes’ trust is interested in Wer- 
theim’s gigantic store, in the Lelipzig- 
erstrasse, and several others: and it 
is behind the Passage Kaufhaus in 
Friedrichstrasse. This last store cost 
- $3,000,000.

The energies of the princes trust 
are not confined to Germany. Together 
with the Deutsche bank it controls the 
Levant and Union steamship lines of 
Hamburg and the German Palestine 
bank. In Madeira it runs a hotel and | 
sanitarium. Its greatest recent 
achievement, however, took place in 
this city. It fought a duel for the 
control of the Berlin General Omnibus 
Company, and ousted decisively the 
banking house of Bleichroder, which 
is an ally of the Rothschilds. The 
Princes’ victory was complete; and now 
they are reported to be planning to get 
control of Berlin’s street car and un- 
derground systems. While thus 
branching out more and more ‘into 
urban enterprises, the trust has not 
lost grip upon its original idea, which 
is to. develop the millious of acres 
of valuable agriculturat and mineral 
bearing land of its chiefs in Germany 
and Austria; and all the later enter- 
prises entere@d upon are regarded as 
subsidiary to this. 

German business men do not all like 
the trust. They denounce it for its 
“feudalism,” by which they mean its 
attempt to restore Europe's economic 
leadership to the landed magnate fami- 
lies which were dominant before the 
beginning of the industrial era. 

Political Schemes Suspected, 


Others suspect it of ‘political schem- 
ing. The personality of ah-of its chiefs 
does not inspire confidence. Particu- 
larly is this so with the best-known of 
them, Prince Max gon zu Fuersten- 
berg. His serene highness, Prinee Max 
Egon is head of one of these mediatised 
royal houses which the German diet, 
in August, 1825, proclaimed to be “of 
equal birth with the reigning isuropean 
sovereigns.” He is a hLtoman Catholic. 
is more Austrian than German: has 
town houses at Prague and Vienna: 
and is member of the house of lords of 
Austria, Prussia, Wuerttemberg and 
Baden. As a strong clericai, he is sup- 
posed to aim at playing a political role; 
and he has more than once been neumi- 
nated by irrespuonsiv!2 friends tu the 
imperial chancel! rsiip. Fuerstenverg’s 
chief seat is at Donitucschingen in 
Baden, and it was here that his en- 
tertainment of Wilielm IL in Noven- 
ber, 1903, caused such scandal to 8€- 
rious Germans. Thig was in the mid- 
die of the “Kaiser Crisis,” caused wy 
his majesty’s indisvreet reveiations to 
a London newspaper. In the midst of 
the crisis, which all Germany deimand- 
ed should be taken seriously, the 
Kaiser left for Donuueschingen, and 
telegrams soon afterwards arrived de- 
scribing him as laughing heartily at 
the frivolous enter‘ainment supplied by 
his host, Max Egon, who nad tnought- 
fully imported Berlin variety art:sts tu 
sing doubtful songs. 

The second prince fn the trust is 
Henckel von Donosrsmarck, dower of 
countless estates, mines and metallur- 
gical works. His domains are in -Prus- 
sia, Austria, and Russian. Poland. Alone 
of the three, he is not “even-birthy,”’ 
being as a prince, brand-new, but his 
other titles are old, The last and 
financially most important of the 
princely trinity is his serene highness, 
Prince Christian Kraft von Hoheulobe- 
Oehringen, Duke of Ujest, head of the 
house of Hohenlohe-Ingelfinger. He is 
not only “even-birthy” with the kaiser, 
but is a not remote relative. Hohen- 
lohe ig the originator of the trust. He 
is an elderly bachelor, whose one inter- 
est in life is to increase his already 
enormous wealth, 

All three magnates are tremendous- 
ly influential at both the German and 
Austrian courts; and their family re- 
lations comprehend half the higher 
aristocracy of the two 4mpires. It is 
for this reason that their attempt to 
substitute feudal high finance, based

based on credit, is by no mean the im- 
practicable undertaking it seems. The 
political and family backing which the 
[cares princes possess is their great as- 
set. It has brought them from success 
ito success; and has this vear made it 
possible for them to attack directiy 
ithe mighty Rothschilds, on whom they 
had already inflicted an indirect defeat 
lin the matter of the Berliner Omnibus 
Company. 
Trust Begins to Undermine. 


This attack took place in Austria, 
where the Rothschilds were held to be 
particularly strong, and beliaved them- 
selves impregnable. The trust began 
to undermine in Vienna the long-rooted 
theory that without the Rothschilds 
Austria could carry through no credit 
transaction. Their friends succeeded 
in proving to Austria’s finance minister, 
Dr. Von Bilinski, that it would be bet- 
ter business if the Rothschilds were 
no longer entrusted with the issuing 
of state loans, and if the work were 
done instead by the postoffice savings 
banks. Thereupon last January, Bilin- 
ski suddenly deposed the Rothschilds 
from their century-old place as state 
bankers. The German Disé¢ontogesei!l- 
shaft, the Darmstadt bank, Bleichroder, 
and Mendellsohn, allof which are allies 
of Rothschilds and foes of rhe princes’ 
trust, were hit; and the. Rothschilds 
had the mortification of seeing the 
Deutsche bank, thé partner in the 
princes’ truse, appointed to work with 
the savings banks. The Rothschild 
group threatened that the credit oper- 
ations would fail; but they succeeded 
brilliantly. A second Austrian loan 
also stood the test. Baron Albert 
Rothschild took the challenge iike a 
gentleman, made no protest, but an- 
nounced to Dr. von Bilinski that the 
‘firm of Rothschild had done with ‘the 
‘ungrateful “Hapsburg firm” for ever- 
more. The Deutsche bank and the 
princes’ trust triumphed, and its press 
/supporters naw boldly predict the com- 
‘plete supercéssion of the Rothschild 
group as government bankers fur the 
central .Buropean states, 


Already Beaten. 


Some even declare that the Roth- 
schilds are already hopelessly defeated 
by the new combination. The financial 
editor of Maximilian Harden's ‘““u- 
kunft” lately wrote an article on “The 
Twilight of the Rothschilds.”’ “The 
house of Rothschilds,’ said this critic, 
“still imagines it has dominion over 
princes; but it: ignores the voices of 
others who proclaim it to be merely a 
tumble-down, uninhabitable house,” 
The new combination of aristocrats by 
blood and parvenus in finance is ¢de- 
stroying the old combination of par- 
venus by blood and _ aristocrats in 
finance. In Frankfort, Paris, Vienna 
and London the old Rothschild sign 
still hangs boldly out; but it is no 
longer allowed unchallenged to control 
the history of Europe. Rivals are 
everywhere springing.up. The latest 
and. mest formidable is the combine 
of. the three princes and of the 
Deutsche bank. For the further course 
of the struggle, Germany is watching 
with considerable interest.

MORTALITY REPORT 
OF CENSUS BUREAU 


Washington, September 24.—The 
mortality report of the census bureau, 
covering Investigations ror 1909, takes 
cognizance of infantile parflysis and 
pellagra as diseases to which the flesh 
ih heir. The record showe that there 
are 569 in the former and 116 in the 
latter class. 

The statistics cover anly slightly 
more than half of the population, ex- 
tending only to states or cities which 
require the registration of deaths. As 
comparatively little of the area in 
which pellagra is most prevalent is 
included in the reg?rstration section, 
it is suggested that the report on that 
malady gives an adequate idea of its 
real ravages. Owing to the fact that 
the deaths of the infantile paralysis 
were widely distributed, the inference 
is drawn by the report that the disease 
exists either In epidemic or endemic 
form in many parts of the couritry.

DEMANDS OF THE WOMEN 
HAVE BADLY RENT PARISH 


Women Want to Vote, but 
They Are Barred by 
the Men. 


New York, September 24.—Holy Rood 
Episcopal church is badly rent by the 
demand of the women of the congre- 
gation for equal suffrage in the parisn 
and by the refusal of the rector to 
give them either votes or a voice in 
the government of the church. 

For many months Mrs. E. Shepherd, 
a prominent member of the flock, has 
been arguing that since the women of 
the congregation are really more 
closely allied to the church work of 
the parish than the men, they should 
be given a vote, not only in the selec- 
tion of pastors, but in the expendi- 
tures of funds, and should have one 
place at least in the vestry besides. 
Rev. Stuart Crocket, rector, differs 
from Mrs. Shepherd, contending that 
the church should be run Dy the men, 
as it always has been, and, despite 
the efforts of the women under Mrs. 
Shepherd, he has beenableto oust the 
old officers and place in office wardens 
and vestrymen who are all anti- 
suffragists, and are expected to turn 
down every proposition that even looks 
like “votes for women.” 

In consequence, it is said the trouble 
has come to the unfortunate point 
where many parishioners, once the 
best of friends, are now very cool 
when they pass each other on the 
street. 

Meanwhile Mrg. Shepherd has by no 
means given up the fight. She claims 
a majority of the wives and daughters 
of the parish stand behind her, and 
she is so determined to win “votes for 
women” at Holy Rood that even the 
peacemaker whom Bishop Greer sent 
up there, in the person of Archdeac¢ } 
Nelson, hag been so far unable to set 
the matter right. Mrs, Shepherd says 
nothing will settle it but a victory 
for her side. 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS 
SHOW GREAT INCREASE 


“Above the Billion-Dollar Mark 
for the Eight Months End- 
ing With August.

Washington, September 24.—A boom 
in both directions swept both the im- 
ports and exports of the country 
across the billion-dollar mark during 
the eight months ending with August. 
The imports were $1)065,100,000 and ex- 
ports $1,027,400,000, against %$947,600,- 
000 and $989,100,0, respectively, in the 
corresponding period in 1909. 

Though the imports of most of the 
manufactures materials increased, 
silk, wool and fibres fell back a little 
on account of the exceptionally heavy 
imports of the preceding years. In ex- 
ports unmanufactured cotton decreased 
by $1,300,000 to $192,500,000, and auto- 
mobile exports increased from $5,100,- 
000 to $8,300,000.

The strike terminates a week's con- 
ference between officials of the Queen 
and Crescent and representatives from 
the Clerks’ Association, who have been 
in New Orleans for sever2] days 

The rallroad company refused to ac- 
cede to the demands of the clerks for 
an increase of pay and regulations 
applying to working hours The clerks 
asked increases from the various roads 
involved, the Vicksburg, Shreveport 
and Pacific 138.61 per cent; Alabama 
and Vicksburg, 14.23 per cent, and the 
New Orleans and Northwestern, 13.21 
per cent. They also asked that fixed 
hours be agreed upon, and that extra 
pay for overtime be allowed. A. J 
Forester, deputy grand president of 
the Brotherhood of Railway Clerks, 
handled the negotiations for the or- 
ganization, being assisted by a com- 
mittee. 

The clerks issued their final word 
Friday night In a letter to Vice Pres- 
ident Jones, of the Queen and Crescent 
lines, in which they stated that unless 
the requests of the clerks were granted 
they would strike at 9:30 Saturday 
morning. The answer of the railroads 
refused to accede to the demands, had 
not reached them at the hour they 
walked out. 

It was stated that the clerks at 
Vicksburg would not go out, but that 
they would at all places on the line, 
with the other exception, perhaps, of 
Shreveport. The clerks at Meridian 
went out at the same time of the New 
Orleans clerks. About forty-five at 
the First street warehouse, and fifty 
at the Basin working in New Orleans 
walked out. 

The company prefers dealing with 
the individuals to giving recogriition 
to the association, which is the main 
barrier to an amicable settlement of 
the difficulties.

Beckemeyer and Michael Link, demo- 
cratic legislators, who testified in the 
two trials of Browne, are expected to 
be among the first to take the witness 
stand in this investigation. 

Chairman Burrows today received a 
telegram from Senator Frazier, demo- 
crat, of Tennessee, that he would ar- 
rive early next week.

Mr. Rockefeller’s contract also ores 
vided for the election by the student 
body of the Tech of nine trustees, the 
elections to be confirmed by the trus- 
tees of the school. This election was 
held some time ago and the trustees 
have been approved by the trustees of 
the school. Charles J. Haden has 
been elected by the board as its chair- 
man. 

The local institution is to be con- 
gratulated upon being allowed to par- 
ticipate in the Rockefeller fund, it Is 
pointed out, since out of eleven south- 
ern schools which applied for help to 
build Y. M. C. A. buildings, the Tech 
was one of only two .to whom the 
assistance was granted. In addition to 
this, the attorney employed by Mr.

FIGHT EXTENSION 
OF DELIVERY LIMIT 


Southern Express Company 
Files Answer to Atlan- 
ta Petition. 


Asserting that the cost of maintain- 
ing the service would be greatly in ex- 
cess of the revenue therefrom, the 
Southern Express Company yesterday 
filed with the railroad commission its 
answer to the petition of the general 
that 
the company be required to deliver 


limits of the 
city, instead of adhering to the limits 


» which prevailed before the new terri- 


tory was annexed. 

The company shows that prior to 
January 1, 1909, there were in the city 
limits only 11 square miles; but that 
two subsequent annexations of terri- 
tory have increased it to 25 2-3 square 
miles. The present delivery limits of 
the company conform to the city lim- 
its which prevailed prior to January 
1, 1909, and the shortest radius of 
these limits is 1% miles, while the 
longest is more than 3 miles. 

Much Wider Terrttory. 

It is shown that if the delivery limit 
is extended to the present city limits 
it will be 4 miles on the west from 
the center of the city, 3% miles on 
the north, 4 miles on the east and 3 
miles on the south. 

It is shown, further, that during the 
month of August 314 parcels were re- 
ceived, with a total charge of $209.31 
for delivery to consignees living be- 
yond the present delivery limits, but 
within the limits of Atlanta. 

‘To have delivered these packages, 
says the company, would have re- 
quired the services of five men, five 
wagons and ten horses, at a cost for 
the month of $605.25, or $296.95 more 
than the gross charges on the packé 
ages. 

In conclusion, the company submits 
the following scale of prices which it 
reqiiests the commission to enforce on 
pacKages which are to be delivered be- 
yond the present delivery limits of the 
company: 

For packages under 10 pounds, 15 
cents; for packages between 10 and 20 
pounds, 20 cents; for packages between 
20 and 36 pounds, 26 cents; for pack- 
ages between 30 and 560 pounds, 35 
cents; for packages between 60 and 100 
pounds, 50 cents; for packages over 
100 pounds, 50 cents per 100 pounds: 
for trunks, sewing machines and baby 
carriages, 60 cents each. 

The answer for the company was 
made by C. L. Loop, vice president of 
the company at Chattanooga, and was 
filed by Attorneys McDaniel, Alston & 
Black. They pray that the petition be 
dismissed at once. 

The council of Atlanta has also re- 
quested the commission to compe! the 
Western Union and the Postal Tele- 
graph companies to deliver messages 
to the present city limits, but neither 
of these companies have filed an an- 
swer.

Birmingham, Ala., September 24.—In 
@ general charge to the jury, Judge 
William I. Grubb, of the United States 
district court, this morning instructed 
a verdict for the plaintiff in the case 
of W. S. Lovell, trustee for the credit- 
ors Of Knight, Yancey & Company, 
against Henry Hentz & Company, a 
New York cotton firm. 

The suit involved decision of title 
to two hundred bales of cotton shipped 
by Knight, Yancey & Company, of 
Decatur, to Hentz & Company, the 
cotton being in transit at the time 
of the failure of the Decatur cottodn 
firm. The case is far-reaching in its 
effect, as many similar suits are in- 
volved. An appeal will be taken. 

lt was shown in the case here that 
Hentz & Co. had paid a draft of $14.- 
000 attached to a forged bill of lading 
in March of this year, tne bill of lading 
purporting to be for 200 bales of cot- 
ton. A few weeks later the cotton was 
actually shipped from the Selma office 
of Knight, Yancey & Co., the genuine 
bill of lading being made out tu 
Knight, Yancey & Co. “notify Henry 
Hentz & Co.” Before this bill was for- 
warded to New York, bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings interfered. The court held, 
in effect, that title to the cotton had 
not passed from Knight, Yancey & 
Co., because the genuine bill of lading 
was made out in their favor and was 
stil] in the'r hands ai the time of the 
bankruptcy. 

It is claimed that several thousand 
bales of cotton in transit at the time 
of the failure will be similarly affected 
and that the trustee will be able to 
realize on this cotton as assets of the 


bankrupt.

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ALMOST FEATURELESS 
WAS THE STOCK MARKET 


An Uncertain and Wait- 
ing Attitude in Wall 
Street. 


By Ralph bMmerson. : 

New York, September 24.—(Special.) 
Another dull, almost featureless week 
has gone into the history of the stock 
market. Perhaps the most interesting 
feature of the week’g market was the 
way in which stocks were supplied on 
the development of strength stimulated 
by encouraging information. Probably 
the most bullish news, to use a Wall 
street phrase, which the speculative 
community has received since the col- 
lapse in July was in the referee’s find- 
ing in the Minneosta rate case They 
were, to be sure, qualifying consider- 
ations affecting the import of these 
findings, but in the last analysis, both 
in respect to their conclusions on the 
Subject of values and railroad prop- 
erty rights, and in their opinion limit- 
ing the state rate-making power, they 
were of a distinctly reassuring char- 
acter. Viewed in its relation to the 
stock market, Judge Otis’ report was 
the first crumb of comgrort which Wall 
street had had extended to it in a 
period. stretching far backward as the 
time is measured in that restless dis- 
trict. Moreover, it was announced,, in 
forms calculated to tmpress the stock 
market following with the bullishness 
of its significance, and it is not sur- 
prising that on the strength of it a 
sharp and rapid advance was forced 
in the stock list. 


Hurried Supplies to Market. 


What is of more consequence is the 
fact that as the subsequent sessions 
Gisclosed, advantage was promptly 
taken by holders of stocks to hurry 
their. supplies to market, and the pre- 
sumption is warranted that these sup- 
plies came from more important quar- 
ters than the commyrssion houses, 
which have been notoriously barren 
of commitments for many weeks. The 
Same conclusions from the course of 
prices and the nature of the dealings 
might also be drawn with regard to 
the effect of the important output of 
Official optimism respecting conditions 
in the steel trade. 

Wall street has rarely been more 
firmly advised by authority that it was 
forming mistaken impressions about 
industrial tendencies than it has this 
week been instructea concerning the 
steel business, its prices and its pros- 
pects. Yet a stronger disposition to 
sel] than to buy United States Steel 
gpeemed to be fostered by these assur- 
ances. All this may go only to show 
that in these disjointed times Wall 
street may be expected to comport it- 
self in more than its eastomary topsy- 
turvey fashion. Although in the long 
run the stock market has a logic 
which, while al] its own, quite in ac- 


cord with the factors which go to 


- oo 


make security values and are trans- 
lated into prices. There is no evidence, 
apart from official astisfaction, that 
basic industries are in any but a con- 
tractnge condition with an accompani- 
ment of lowering prices. 


Uneertainty of Market. 


The stock market itself has for 
weeks been reflecting uncertainties, 
and all that the stock market follow- 
ing reaily known is, that there has 
been great liquidation in the market, 
that prices are down to a level which 
prepares for much adversity, and that 
investors and speculators have far 
more in their favor when making long 
contracts than they had a year ago 
when quotations averaged 2 points 
higher and a prolonged fall was yet 
to come. That there is need for haste 
in makine such contracts is doubtful. 
When the supply of stocks increases 
quickly, as it did this week, on the 
appearance of hasty buying, doubts on 
this score are not dissrpated. The in- 
terstate commerce commission’s in- 
quiry into railroad freight rates, based 
on the advances which the combination 
earriers have asked, 1s not exactiy 
gaining in importance, but it is gain- 
ing in recognition of its importance 
The hearings are now being conducted 
in the presence of members of the 
committee instead of before examiners 
only. In Wall street more attention 
is being paid to the reports of the 
proceedings, and there is @ growing 
discussion of the beartng of the in- 
quiry on the whole question of the 
relation which is to obtain in the fu- 
ture between our railroad system and 
publie necessity. 

as a result of the investigation, 
some fundamental conclusions are es- 
tablished for a rational theory and 
method of rate-making, a long step 
will have been taken toward the prob- 
lem to be solved. 

As the days pass little’ belief 
strengthens that, although the world’s 
money market may grow somewhat 
tighter before the end of the year, 
such a rise in the level of interest 
rates as is likely to be witnessed will 
have no disturbing consequences. 


Cotton Bill Controversy. 


The week ends with the cotton bill 
of lading controversy just about where 
it was, but in its bearing on the money 
market there is not of as much prac- 
tical significance as would have been 
the case a year ago. The country is 
in a position where apparently it can 
afford to wait, because it must wait, 
upon the money market as well as 
upon even this. It may indeed be that 
waiting, as contrasted with the gen- 
eral] liquidation which so many have 
been expecting, is all that the country 
will have to go through. A period of 
rest, dullness, flatness, quiet may be 
as effective, only more has been at 
least twice in the last decade in re- 
storing our equilibrium. The local 
public banks showed at the end of the 
last week deposits of but $5,500,000 in 
excess of loans, while the returns un- 
der the comptroller’s call for national 
banks conditions as of September l, 
exhibit a loan account quite as ex- 
tended as it was last spring.

BY FREE OFFERINGS 


Cotton Oil Market Sub- 
jected to Selling Pres- 
sure During Week. 


New York, September 24.—(Special.) 
Freer offerings of crude oil in the 
south have checked the upward swing 
in refined prices and the market, while 
Showinig considerable resisting power, 
has been subjected to sell ng pressure 
duning the greater part of.the week. 
Sales of September crude oil were 
ported from 62c down to 60c, with the 
mills showing some anxiety to force 
Sales. Many of the leading loca] in- 
terests were inclined to believe thay 
manipulation was in progress in the 
crude oil market. Locally, the selling 
of crude was confined to a large com- 
Mission, house and there were pers st- 
ent rumors to the effect that this 
house was heavily short of the Octo- 
— and November options of reffned 
oil. 

Local developments were 
bullish significance.

Week-EndReview of the 
New Orleans Cot- 
ton Market. 


New Orleans, September 24.—The net 
result in the cotton market this week 
Was an advance of 6 to 13 points on 
the trading months in the future de- 
partment. The high prices were made 
on Friday, when the market was 18 
to 23 points over last week's closing. 
These levels tempted profit-taking by 
longs on a large scale and the sell- 
ing out movement was hastened by 
a much lower market, in the Satur« 
day’s session that was expected. Just 
at the close, however, the market was 
strengthened by the statement from 
brokers that the October export ad- 
vancement of Galveston wouhl be so 
heavy that railroads were already ask- 
ing for ocean freight rates out of this 
port for today’s cotton, and also by 
cables from Liverpool to the effect 
that the meeting of mill operatives 
called in Lancashire had voted to 
accept the offer of arbitration from 
the master spinners. This, the mar- 
ket decided, would end the possibility 
of a loekout. The low prices of the 
week were made on Monday, when 
the market was 16 to 16 points under 
last week's closing. This decline was 
caused when the news came from Eng- 
land that the master spinners had 
voted for a lockout to take effect on 
October 1. From ‘the lowest to the

the earlier crops fn Texas and the gen- | 


eral] disposition to reduce estimates of 
the total yield. It was said that mem- 
bers of the bull clique ‘were heavy 
buyers of contracts, but there was no 
open evidence of this. Bulls claimei 
that buying was of the strongest char- 
acter and that much of it was to cover 
requirements of mills in the line of 
actual cotton. The market received 
much encouragement from a cable mes- 
sage Thursday from one of the bull 
leaders. from Liverpool, which read, 
“Bills of lading question immaterial.” 
It was claimed that all of the larger 
spot houses had made arrangements 
to finance thefr business along the 
same lines as in the past, regardless 
of the demands of the foreign bank- 
ers represented in the recent meetings 
in London. At the end of the mar- 
ket it was the contention of the bulls 
that neither the bills of lading ques- 
tion nor the labor dispute in Lancashire 
could any longer be regarded as mar- 
ket features of importance. 

In the spot market, prices lost one- 
eighth, middling closing at 13%, 
against 13% last week, and 13 3-16 this 
week last year. Sales on the spot 
amounted to 1,113 bales, against 1,366 
last week, and 3,471 this week last 
year: sales to errive totaled 3,653 
bales, against 3,742 last week, and 2,850 
this week last year.

Second Nomination of Taft 
Practically Certain—Demo- 
cratic Situation Attracts At- 
tention — Roosevelt Widens 
Breach in Republican Party. 


By Ralph M. Whiteside, 

Washington, September 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Now that ‘Washington has 
practically made up its mind thet the 
next house is certain to be democratic 
and that the percentage of the senate 
is turned over, interest in the state 
campaigns which have a tearing on 
the next presidential election is in- 
creasing. Naturally the democratic 
situation attracts most attention, as 't 
is not really believed here that Colo- 
nel Roosevelt will either take tie 
nomination himself in 1912 or favor 
any movement to deprive Mr. Taft of 
a second nomination. It is believed, in 
fact, that after the November elections 
the present insurgents will dominate 
the party, and Mr. Taft will fall inte 
line. 

Interest Centers tn State B.ecttons. — 

The point of interest, therefore, i 
directed toward the elections in New 
York, New Jersey and Ohio, for in 
each of these, democratic victory 
would place in the field a formidable 
candidate for the democratic presiden- 
tial nomination—Mayor Gaynor, Prwsi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson and Governor 
Judson Harmon. The action of W. Jd. 
Bryan in bolting the nomination of 
Major Jim Dahiman, has, it is believed, 
strengthened the chance for Governor 
Harmon and Dr. Wilson. The main 
objection of Mr. Bryan to these gen- 
tlemen has been the fact that Ne 
bolted his nomination in 1898. Sinee 
he, as a matter. of principle, has re- 
fused to support the nominee of @ 
convention in which he took a promi- 
nent part, it is difficult to see how he 
can fight Harmon and Wlison for re- 
fusing to support the nominee of a 
convention in which they took no part. 

Wilson Looms in Democratic Eve. 

There is a growing sentiment that 
Woodrow Wilson will be a big factor 
if he should carry New Jersey. While 
he would be credited to eastern states, 
he is really a southerner of the south- 
erners, and would likely get good 
support from the most democratic sec- 
tion of the west. 

What to,do with Speaker Cannon ts 
one of the knotty problems with which 
the republican congressional campaign 
committee is wrestling just now. About 
the time congress adjourned the offi- 
cers of this committee agreed that 
the venerable speaker, accompanied by 
ex-Representative James EB. Watson, of 
Indiana, should make a long speech- 
making tour. The plan was to put him 
aboard a private car the first of Oc- 
tober and send him into many of the 
doubtful districts. 

Since that program was agreed upon 
a good many. things have happened. 
One by one, republican members of 
the house who stood by Cannon have 
been defeated for renomination, and 
the plan, I understand, has been aban- 
doned. - 

Cannon Embarrtases Republicans. 

The situation seems to have ita em- 
barrassments. In congressional cam- 
paign for the last ten years Cannon 
has gone into the districts of his 
friends throughout the country. He 
wants to do the same thing this year. 
But not many of his old-time friends 
want his help. A member of congress 
from Pennsylvania said he will not be 
surprised if every republican nominee 
for congress in that state is compelled 
to let his constituents know where he 
stands on Cannon and on what has 
come to be known as “Cannonism.” 

“I foresee that I shal! have to make 
a statement before election,” said hé, 
“and 1 have made up my mind to say 
that I shall support for speaker of the 
next house the nominee of the caucua. 
I know my constituents want me to 
say I will not vote for Cannon if he 
should he be elected, but I am unwill- 
ing to go that far. Of course, we all 
know Mr. Cannon wfll never be elected 
speaker again. The developments o9f 
the last few months have sottied that 
question.” 

Another well-known republican who 
has just returned from a trip whica 
ty ated covered the entire country, 
said: 

Split in Republican Ranks Widens. 

“There is no telling what the demo- 
cratic majority in the next h e will 
be. The split in the republi party 
not only is not healing, but is con- 
stantly widening. In the course of 
my travels I heard of republican lead- 
ers, among whom were men known 
throughout the country, who have been 
in conference with managers of ) 
democrats’ campaigns, and who have 
promised them if they will head their 
democrats in line in republican dis- 
tric now represented by insurgents, 
or which have been captured by in- 
surgents In the recent primaries, they 
and their followers will hélp the demo- 
crats elect their candidates. 

“This kind of politics can be ac- 
counted for only on the theory that 
the regular republicans realize that 
they are down” and out forever if the 
‘progressive’ republicans win the 
present fight. 

“So far as I have been able to aa- 
certain,” he continued, “no one Is par- 
amount in this campaign. There ex- 
ists a general disgust and dissatisfac- 
tion in the republican party. I have 
stopped many men on the streets In 
various parts off the country and asked 
why, they, republicans, ntended to 
vote the democratic ticket this fall.

Connie Mack is not impressed by the,

In the meantime, rooters for both 
clubs are awaiting impatiently for an 
announcement of the opening date of 
the world’s series, and telling each 
other how their team is going to win.

Philadelphia, September 24.—New 
football had its first test in the east 
today in the game between Pennsy|- 
vania and Ursinus, the latter winning 
by a score of 8 to 5.

New York, September 24.—(Publish- 
ers’ Press Special.)—After aperiod of 
thirty years the Sheepshead Bay race 
track, which was devoted exclusively 
to his majesty, the horse, has been in- 
vaded by something that was never 
contemplated by the men who estab- 
lished that most beautiful race course. 
The gater of America’s most famous 
race trasks were actually opened to 
make way for an airship exhibition. 

Old-timers who looked on regarded 
this as almost a profanation of the 
track. 

It is possible that the last horse race 
has been seen on the Sheephead Bay 
track. The land, which is immensely 
valuable, containing thousands of city 
lots, may be cut up and sold. It is 
said to be valued at $2,000,000 aside 
from the stands, stables, paddocks and 

‘other structures. Th etrack is owned 
by the Coney Island Jockey Club, made 
up almost exclusively of members of 
New York’s famous Four Hundred. 

The Brighton track is an ftndividual 
enterprise, owned by Engemann, of 
Brighton fame, and a few others, if 
they have not already sold it, as was 
reported. The track is used for auto- 
mobile and other kinds of contests. 
The Gravesend track is owned by a 
small lot of politicians, for whom it 
was a mine prior to the doom of race- 
track betting. Merely as a piece of 
land it possesses great value. It is 
regarded as very likely that before 
long they all will be cut into building 
lots. It as been suggested that the 
Sheepshead Bay track be bought by 
the city and used as a great athletic 
field for the boys and young men of 
the city. 

At Sheepshead Bay the hardest blow 
of all has been struck by the close of 
racing. In other days September was 
the busiest month of the year. Were 
racing now in vogue the fall meeting 
would be just beginning. The hotels 
would be crowded, the stores would be 
thriving and the constant crack of the 
jehu’s whip would herald the passing 
back and forth through the little ham- 
let’s streets of the thousands whose 
Interests were centered at the tracks.

themselves in pugilism of what they 
cal] the legitimate kind, if the pro- 
fession can be said to be legitimate 
since it is under the ban of the law in 
this state, argue that the business has 
received its hardest blows from @ 
cheap class of sports. The latter they 
say have brought pugilism into dis- 
credit by employing boys and half- 
trained fellows to give exhibitions for 
the money there isin it. It is a mat- 
ter of proof that they have had bouts 
between young fellows who work dur- 
ing the day and had no chance to 
train; boys who sell papers on the 
streets and even bootblacks and office 
boys. It is said there are fully 500 
young so-called pugilists in Greater 
New York. An old lawyer tells me 
that a few' weeks ago he attended one 
of these cheap bouts. The announcer 
appalled him by trotting out a pair, 
one of whom was an office boy whom 
he employed. The youngster who ap- 
peared under an assumed name—some- 
thing like “The Harlem Terror,” was 
knocked out in three rounds. The 
man who employed the lad said the 
boy lived on doughnuts and pie. The 
case was not an isolated one. 


Delaney’s Reminiscences. 

Billy Delaney, the well-known 
trainer, who, in a reminiscent mood a 
few days ago, discussed some of the 
big fighters he has known, and sizing 
up their qualities, he said: 

“Physically, ‘Jim’ Jeffries was the 
best of the lot, but he did not like to 
fight, and that was the weak spot in 
his life. He had all the fighter. could 
pick up, but he tried to ‘come back’ to 
the ring when he no longer had that 
wonderful vitality. 

“John L. Sullivan was of the old 
school. Those two things were Sulli- 
van’s best asset—his grit and hitting 
power, but, pitted against the men of 
today he would be outclassed. He was 
the best of his time, and although he 
violated methods of training, he was 
a wonderful man, schooled in modern 
methods, he would have proved in- 
vincible. 

“Jim Corbett was the fastest man I 
ever trained, and, bar Johnson, the 
only finished boxer the heavyweight 
class has produced. 

“Jim lacked hitting power. Had he 
the punch of Fitzsimmons or Sullivan 
he would have been the peer of all the 
fighters. 

“Bob Fitzsimmons was a wonder. 

ow he could hit and what a game 
He was the best middle- 
weight who ever lived. He was too 
smal] to beat Johnson, but he was as 
good a man as ever lived. 

“Joe Choynski and Kid McCoy were 
light h@avyweights, too big to be mid- 
dieweights and not large enough to De 
champions, hr the class above. McCoy 
was a cunning fighter, one of the best, 
but too light. Choynski was so good 


| that he beat Johnson. 


“The great bulldog of the game was 
Tom Sharkey. He was not afraid of a 
thing that lived, and he was as strong 
as a bear. 

“Johnegon is fast, clever and never let 
anyone tell you that he cannot hit.

The white man had had hig 
day and retired to grow lazy, fat and 
fond of easy going. Johnson, on the 
other hand, was yougger, fond of the 
game and in splendid .condition. In @ 
word, he was engaged actively in @ 
business which Jeffries had given up 
and almost forgotten years before; one 
was a Man up to date, the other a has- 
been. This is not said to Jeffries’ 
discredit, for he, like all other men, 
grows older every day; he could not 
be a young fellow always-—-unmated, 
the two men met and the older, fatter 
and less fit man was defeated by the 
leaner, more active and more fit man, 
who in this instance was Johnson, now 
so-called champion. No other resulf 
was possible. 

In the course of a few years, when 
Johnson has seen his best days, some 
active young fellow’ will come along 
and give him what he gave Jeffries and 
Corbett gave Sullivan. Then people in- 
terested in the ring will speak of him 
as “poor old Johnson” and teli people 
how in his prime he once whipped Jim 
Jeffries. 

After the situation is sized up lovers 
of pugilism will have to concede that 
the black boxer drew little glory out 
of the contest and that his white rival 
need not to be ashamed.

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CHEAP SODA WATER 
IS FULL OF ALCOHOL 


Alleged to Contain More Spir- 
its Than Ordinary 
Beer. 


New York, September 24.—The cheap 
soda water which is retailed on street 
corners to school children and passers- 
by at a penny or two a glass, is in 
most cases an alcohol beverage, with 
a larger percentage of spirits than 
ordinary beer, accorfliing to an analysis 
made here by Professor M. C. Allyn, of 
the Massachusetts State Normal schoo). 

“The syrups’ with which these cheap 
sodas are flavored frequently contain 
10 per cent of alcohol,” says Professor 
Allyn. 

“This is twice as much as there is in 
beer. Take for an instance a ‘straw- 
berry’ flavor which I bought at a stand 
in the east end. The color in the 
syrup is obtained from a coal tar dye 
and the flavor given by an ether com- 
pound with a saccharine sweetening 
Into it also goes 10 per cent of al- 
cohol. Many men, women and children 
on the east side have formed the habit 
of taking it straight. In this form, 
of course, it is an intoxicating bever- 
age of no small power.”

SO5Q000AYEAR 
COST OF SHARKS 


This Amount Is Lost to 
Legitimate Trade. 


From - 30,000 to 50,000 Small 
Loans Made Here Each Year: 
With Interest of Quarter of a 
Million, According to Atlanta 
Legal Aid Society. 


A quarter of a million dollars lost. 
to legitimate trade in Atlanta every 
year on account of the money sharks, 
is the estimate of the situation made 
by W. Woods White, president of the 
Atlanta Legal Aid Soclety, which is 
quietly engaged in pushing its prose- 
cutions against all violations of law 
on the part of this gentry. 

Mr. White’s estimate is not based on 
speculation and chance alone; he has 
had before him for investigation, per- 
sonal investigation, some. huadreds of 
these cases; he has gone into each of 
them minutely and he is in a position 
to speak with authority. 

It is said there are from 30,000 to 
50,000 small loans made in this city 


‘levery year by the money lenders, upon 


which not less than $250,000 in inter- 
est is collected in the twelve months. 
Practically all of this money, it is 
considered, is taken directly out of 
the channels of legitimate trade; it 
goes to the money shark instead of the 
butcher, the groceryman, the dry 
goods merchant and the clothing 
house. 
Food and Clothing Lose. 

In other. words, the money lender 
gets in interest what would otherwise 
and both 
the borrower and the legitimate mer- 
chant suffer accordingly. | 

For example, out of half a dozen 
random cases which were being in- 
vestigated in Mr. White’s office the 
other day, one man, a skilled worker 
who makes from $76 to $100 a month, 
was asked how often he had a suit of 
clothes. 

“This is the only suit I have had in 
four years,” was his reply. 

Another had worn the suit he had 
on for two years and had no other 
outer clothing. 


“Your wife,” asked, 


another was 


}“how many dresses has she had in the 


last five years?” 

“I don’t know, sir,” he replied, “but 
I do know that. she has been able to 
spend only $8 on clothes during the 
last year; for myself I have spent 
practically nothing.” 

Another declared that his wife had 
no clothes in which she was willing 
to appear upon the streets. 

Each of these men had been in the 
clutches of the money sharks for pe- 
riods varying from three to six years. 
Five of the six of them had borrowed 
from necessity and not’for ‘the purpose 
of squandering the money; the sixth 
man did not command the same sym- 
pathy because with his income he 
should have paid himself out of debt 
before how. He was a single man 
with $100 a month. 

Some of them borrowed because of 
16ng sickness in thelr familles; others 
because they were temporarily out of 
work and had their families to sup- 
port. 

One of them, the worst case, owed 
half a dpzen money tenders nearly 
$400. He had mixed Peter and Paul 
up in half a dozen transactions, bor- 
rowing from one lender to pay an- 
other—borrowing principal from one 
shark to pay another the interest, 
ranging from 12 to 20 per cent a 
month. He had reached a point where 
it took practically his entire earnings 
to pay his monthly interest. One day 
he was arrested by a bailiff, brought 
into a justice court just after he had 
collected his week’s wages, but in- 
stead of being taken before the jus- 
tice was taken into a side room where 
all the money he had was taken away 
from him and he was allowed to go. 
They did have the decency to leave 
him five cents to pay his car fare back 
home, which was near College Park, 
and would have been an 8-mile walk. 

No Good to Prosecute. 

It would have done no good to pros- 
ecute him, for no one could have been 
found to settle his debts and get him 
out of jail; so they just took what he 
had in his pocket, about $10, and left 
him car fare home—then let him go' 
probably with a view to seizure on the 
next day when they might, perchance, 
relieve him of another ‘ten. 

This case is one of a class—there 
have been several like it-—-which is 
puzzling to the officers of the Legal 
Aid Society. The society’s purpose is, 
wherever possible, to arrange a fair 
and equitable settlement of the money 
lender’s clhim. The man is obliged to 
support his family and what he makes 
barely does so. There is, in sugh a 
case as this, apparently no way out 
but the bankruptcy court. 

In another case the amount owed 
to five different money sharks was 
about $200; the average rate of inter- 
est was 12 per cent a month, or 144 
per cent a year. His monthly income 


was $75; his actual family expenses 
$50 a month, so that his wages simply 
paid his necessary expenses and the in- 
terest on his indebtedness. Under the 
circumstances it was impossible for him 
to ever reduce the principal; besides, 
the money lender does not accept par- 
tial payments on the principal—the 
debtor must pay all or none. This man 
had been in their clutches since 1905, 
and in interest alone had paid nearly 
six times the amount of his principal 
indebtedness. In a case like this the 
Legal Aid Society proposes to take 
what money the debtor can spare from 
his necessary living expenses, and en- 
deavor to compromise his indebtedness 
with the médéney lender upon  sonie 
equitable basis. 
Help Them Out of Debt. 

It is the purpose of the society to 
assist these men in paying out of 
debt upon a fair and equitable basis, 
If the money lender. consents to a com- 
promise on such @ basis, he will, as 
soon as posible, get the meney due 
him, with legitimate interest; if he re- 
fuses, then the society proposes to 
fight and fight to the bitter end 
against the criminal usury that ig prac- 
ticed under all sorts of devices and 
schemes for evading the iaw. 

The grand jury has already taken 
hold of the situation again, and now 
has it under consideration. It is pro- 
posed now t@ go-to the bottom of the 


justice court and of the business, as 
vas recommended by the last grand 
jury. 

As to the money lenders themselves, 
some thirty or forty of.them are al. 
ready under indfectmeént, and test cases 
are to be made of a number of differ-

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COTTON CROP SHBAT 


ALL OVER SIATE 


Reports Indicate That 
There Will Be Practi- 
callyNo Top Crop. 


Americus, Ga., September 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-The cotton crop of this sec- 
tion of Georgia is rapidly being gath- 
ered and late October will find the 
fields here bare and brown. On many 
fine farms the yield will be at the 
rate of about one bale to three acres, 
this being the quie rather than the ex- 
ception. The plant has shed badly 
during September and August and ap- 
parently is taking on no new fruit and 
there will be nothing of the top crop 
here. All bolls in evidence will open 
permanently or naturally long in ad- 
vance of the first frost. Warehouse 
receipts in Americus to September 20 
total 6,800 bales, against 12,000 bales 
at this date jast season, thus evidenc- 
ing crop conditions here. 


Short in Middle Georgia. 

Thomaston, Ga., September 24.— 
(Special.)\—The cotton crop through 
this section is going to be somewhat 
of a disappointment. It will be 25 per 
cent shorter than estimated a month 
ago. The hot, dry winds of recent days 
have caused what is known as the “top 
crop” to fall off and this will cut 
down the yield about one-fourth from 
estimates of a month ago. It is be- 
lieved that a two-third normal crop 
will be the result of the season's har- 
vest. The cotton is opening very 


rapidly and there is a scarcity of cot- |’ 


ton-pickers as usual] at this season. 
About 100 bales were received here 
Saturday, most of which was sold, 13% 
cents being the top-notch price for the 
day. 

There has been a big fight made here 
among cotton seed buyers and the 
prices ug A been run away up, fre- 
quently bringing $40 a ton, and it is 
causing the farmers to turn loose all 
their seed. 

The condition of the farming class 
in this county is better this year than 
in a long time. Basing the per capita 
of weaith in the county on the cotton 
crop of this season alone it will be 
found that every inhabitant is worth 
from $75 to $90. The farmers have 
more money in the bank than any 
other class, and as a rule are paying 
up their debts for the year well. Of 
course not a great deal of trading has 
been done, but the lateness of the cot- 
ton crop accounts for this and as soon 
as cooler weather comes business will 


pick up. 


Thomas Crop Badly Spotted. 


Thomasvilie, Ga., September 24.— 
(Special.)—Cotton in this section is 
being rushed into market at a ively 
rate now, and from the present indi- 
cations it will not be long before the 
crop is all in. The very hot weather 
of the past few weeks has had the ef- 
fect of opening nearly ail the cotton 
at once, and as there is practicaliy no 
top crop, it will probably all be some 
gathered. Cotton men say that it is 
hard to make any exact estimate of 
what the crop is this year, as it is so 
bady “spotted,” one farmer reporting 
a fine crop and the next having 
scarcely any crop at all. It is bring- 
ing from 13 to 13 1-16 centsin the mar- 
ket here and the disposition on the 
part of the growers seems to be to 
sel] out as quickly as possible.

ing. Mr. Taylor explained to us thatat 
the request of Mr. A. Platt Andrew, as- 
sistant secretary of the treasury, Mr. 
George O. Von Nerta, superintendent 
of construction, United States public 
buildings, Atlanta, Ga., had on Sep- 
tember 5, sent in his report on the 
old postoffice building, which he 
States cost the government 
and which he now appraises, for mu- 
nicipal purposes at $95,600. 


Where Difference Arose. 


While we realized the difficulty any 
one would have in appraising such a 
building as the old postoffice, and espe- 
cially in appraising it for municipal] 
purposes alone, we felt that there were 
several features of this report with 
which wee differed. We found that 
Mr. Von Nerta, in his report, based 
his calculations upon the rental value 


the Grant building, across the street. 
While this perhaps was the closest 
office building to the postoffice, we 
did not think that the rental value of 
the old postoffice, even with the re- 
pairs suggested by Mr. Von Nerta 
would amount to anything like that of 
the Grant building, the latter being 
a modern fire-proof buiMing. 

‘We found that the setretary of the 
treasury, Hon, Wayne McVeagh, will 
return to Washington onsMonday, and 
Colonel Livingston very dily agreed 
to remain over in Washington until 
Monday, and take up thé subject. I 
wrote a long letter to the secretary, 
whch will be handed to him by 
Colonel Livingston on Monday next. I 
endeavored to explain the position 
fully of Atlanta in connecton with 
the old postoffice matter, and I hope 
that the preliminary appraisal may be 
somewhat reduced. I further reques¢- 
ed the secretary to permit Atlanta to 
divide the paymenis on the old postof- 
fice in two or more years, which I 
feel sure he will do, and thus the pur- 
chase will not fall heavily on the city. 


It Has Taken Hard Work. 


“We have been hard at work on th:s 
subject for more than a year, I have 
made three trips to Washington tin 
connection with it, and have had the 
hearty cooperation of Senator Clay, 
Congressman Livingston, The Atlanta 
Chamber of. Commerce, and the city 
officials, and all of us feel very much 
pleased. over securing the consent of 
congress to deed back the ground on 
which the old postoffice was built, ana 
we are willing to pay a reasonable 
| price for the old postoffice building. 

‘Th's land. n my opinion, is worth 
at least $500,000, that is, estimating 
the frontage at §2,500 per foot, al- 
though in the block adjoining, between 
Forsyth and Broad gtreets, a twenty- 
foot inside lot sold, within the past 
few weeks, for $4,000 per front foot. 
At this rate, the old. postoffice site 
woulg be worth $800,000. 

“I believe that by the expenditure 
of $25,000 or $30,000, the old postof- 
fice building can be made into a very 
satisfactory and comfortable home for 
Atlanta, and the. business of the cty 
can be conducted with more comfort 
to those who work in the present city 
hall, and with some satisfaction to 
the citizens who have occasion to 
‘visit the city hall. 

‘IT hope, in the next few days, the 
Matter may be definitely setiled in 
order that we can begin making such 
changes in the old ‘postoffice as are 
necessary, as soon as the bulld ng 
is vacated.”

First Day’s Run the Talk. 

Everywhere the Lozier stopped it 
attracted throngs. That first day's 
run of 257 miles was the constant 
theme of comment and inquiry. [ft 
was so much greater than any single 
day’s run on a Glidden tour that the 
public got a new grasp of the poss'- 
bilities in motoring. 

Frank Weldon, chairman of the Al'- 
Round-Georgia Tou-, said last night: 

Road Progress Everywhere. 

“Steady progress is being made. in 
every section in road tmprovement. 
The road from Baxley, Ga., all the 
way around by Savannah, Augusta, 
Atlanta, Macon, Bainbridge and Thom- 
asville to Valdosta, is good, and much 
of it is fine. Any car can go the én- 
tire distance if properly handled. The 
road from Augusta to Atlanta is splen- 
dia right now. We came from Winder 
to Lawrenceville by the new road re- 
cently completed, and it is far bettar 
than the Hog Mountain route. Nearly 
every county is improving its link for 
the tour. Columbia has worked its 
link, and that is now very good. Jack-4 
son county has the poorest road be- 
tween Augusta and Atlanta, and some 
of the deepest holes that we saw on 
the entire trip.” 

Improvement in Gwinnett. 

Gwinnett, which had about the 
worst roads itn Georgia a year and @ 
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half ago, now has a 35-mile stretch, 
running right through the heart of the 
county, and it is picturesque and 
splendid touring. 

All Meters Do Not Agree. 

The data collected on this trip will 
make a most useful route book for 
future tourists. 

Mr. Candler had his Lozier equipped 
with two Warner speedometers, and 
checked one against the other. They 
together for hundreds of 
miles, and finally varied, but very 
little, 

Fast traveling over average country 
roads goes hard with speedometers, 
but the Warners stood up all right. 

They disclosed one thing, and that 
is that all speedometers do not agree. 

The first pathfinding car in July used 
a meter of different make, and there 
was a difference of 4 miles between At- 
lanta and Macon in the mileage as 
registered by the different devices. The 
one on the Buick car made the dis- 
tance 97.8 miles Atlanta to Macon, and 
the Lozier made it 94.6, or a difference 
of 3 miles. ; 

Some cars have measured the dis- 
tance from Augusta to Savannah at 
137.5 miles. The Lozier made it 132 
miles, and several motorists have 
registered the same distance. 

One of The Constitution's scgyt cars 
last year registered the distance from 
Atlanta to Athens at 75 miles. Satur- 
day the Lozier made it 74 flat, and 
that included probably half a mile of 
extra traveling that should not be 
counted in. 

The new road from Lawrenceville to 
Winder is conceded to be shorter than 
the road by Hog mountain. 

Meter measurements and mile posts 
seldon agree, but the meter measure- 
ments are practically correct. 

“Mac,” the Mechanicitan. 


Mr. Candler’s mechanician, F. H. 
McGill, was “onto his job,” but did not 
seem to have much to do. He said that 
the secret was in always Keeping a 
watch for little things, and, in using 
a good quality of gasoline and a high- 
grade oil.

Fast Cars. 

The Velie and the Speedwell are 
both fast cars, and, while the tour 
was not a speed contest, there were 
plenty of opportunities for the three 
cars to test their gaits. And they are 
all fast. Each man is apt to think his 
own car is the best. 

One secret of making a long run, 
such as the Lozier made on the first 
day, is to get an early start, and to 
keep hitting it. The Constitution's 
party never stopped to get a drink of 
water, but always carried ice water in 
thermos bottles. One day they did not 
stop to eat, but took a lunch aboard 
and ate as they ran. 


Canned Lunches. 


One night the whole bunch, having 
been detained by necessary stops for 
meetings and welcomes, found them- 
selves at a late hour many miles from 
a hotel. They woke the manager of 
a commissary at a turpentine still, 
and he got together some cold bis- 
cuits, rode half a mile, opened up his 
store and set up a luncheon of canned 
goods, and he would not accept a cent 
in payment, 

The same night, one of the cars ran 
out of gasoline, got vehind, and was 
reported to have put up at a small 
country town. But the boys wanted to 
catch up, so two of them walked 6 
miles to a garage, where they secured 
a supply of gasoline and sent it out by 


{another car.

You Can’t Get Away. 


In fact, 1 find that one of the rea- 
sons for sO many people living in Bir- 
mingham is that after you get there 
there is no way of getting out unless 
you take a railroad train or go to 
Tuscaloosa or Gadsden. The roads in 
the direction of these two cities are 
good, but if you wish to go north, 
you are met with an almost impassable 
section of road; or, if you should de- 
cide, asIdid, to go northwest, to Jas- 
per and Haleyvilie, you again meet 
almost insurmountable obstacles‘in the 
way of bad roads. 

From Jasper I followed the Frisco 
line of railroad to Hgleyville, pass- 
ing a number of coal minés and eontin- 
uing to find almost impassable roads.

Disgusted With Alabama Roads.

Reaching Gadsden, I 
beautiful pike practically al! the 
way to the Alabama line. Cher- 
okee county, Alabama, has succeeded 
with the road problem better than al- 
most any county in the state, and I 
found some. roads in Cherokee as 
smooth as some of our best streets; 
but I was very proud when, reaching 
the Georgia line in Floyd county, I 
struck that beautiful stretch of road 
from the Alabama line to Cave Spring, 
built by the authorities of Floyd 
county. 

This road is wide, and I did not find 
an uneven place in it; every branch is 
crossed on a concrete bridge, and ev- 
ery drain in the road is likewise cov- 
ered. The temptation was too great 
to be resisted, and I ran from the Al- 
abama line to Cave Spring. a distance 
of about 6 miles, in twelve minutes. 
From Cave Spring I found a beautiful 
road to Rome, lacking only the con- 
crete bridges to make it almost equal 
to the 6 miles first mentioned. Floyd 
county has reason to be very proud of 
the 22 miles of road from the Alabama 
line to Rome.

I ran from Rome by way of King-| 


ston, Cartersville and Marietta, in 
three and one-half hours. In Floyd, 
Bartow and Cobb I found much work 
being done. I came down Pine Log 
Mountain using only the foot brake on 
my car. There was a time when a 
wagon could hardly -come down that 
rcad without a log chain to hold it. 

This completed three weeks of a trip 
which was intensely interesting from 
first tc last. No Georgian could take 
a trip ofthis sort out of hisown state 
and not be made to feel the great ob- 
ligation that we are ail under 
to our newspapers in this. state 
for their crusade for good roads.

FOUND INTHE SOUTA 


Continued From Page One. | 
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knows how to drive vught to make a 
perfect score on the tour next month. 
Mr. Candler said: 

“The road conditions are far better 
than I expected. The longest stretch 
of continuous good road is from below 
Milien to Augusta, on to Athens, At- 
lanta, Macon, Americus and Albany. 
In all that distance, which is about 440 
miles, there is hardly more than one 
hour’s hard driving all put together. 

“It is very little trouble to find the 
way, and when the route !s marked, 
there should be no excuse for anyone 
getting off the road. 

Two Days’ Trip in One. 

“I enjoyed the tour immensely. We 
started out to cover the first day what 
the tourists will cover in .two days, 
and we accomplished it. We could 
have been in. Atlanta Friday night, it 
we had tried’ to make it In that time. 
I believe I can go from Atlanta to Au- 
gusta,‘and from there to Savannah, 300 
miles, in ome day. * 

“The people all along the route are 
enthusiastic over the run next month, 
and the tourists will certainly have a 
good time. Nearly every town will do 
some entertaining, and the people who 
go on the trip will have a delightful 
experience. 

“No one need fear the roads. They 
are the best I know anywhere in the 
south. I never had to touch my en- 
gine once.” . 

Hood Was Not Raised. 

As a matter of fact, the Loziler’s 
hood was not raised on the road for 
the first three days, and it was not 
until I had expressed doubt about the 
car having anything inside its hood, 


that Mr. Candler lifted it to show me. | 


“This tour around Georgia will be a 
fine thing for the people who go in it,” 
said Mr. Candler. “They will learn a 
lot of things about the state that they 
never knew before, and some of these 
things may prove to be profitable some 
day. | 
“I was: amazed to find the sand-clay 
road so prevalent all through middle 
and south Georgia until] this trip. It 
is surely the road for that section, 
and here in upper Georgia our road 
officials could so easily make mag- 
nificent roads by putting top soil from 
the fields on thé clay and dragging 
the roads occasionaliy. The best 
roads we saw in our tour of 1,000 
miles were of sand-clay and were kept 
up by using the drag, the cheapest of 
all road-workjng devices. 

Read Better Than Ever. 

“This educational campaign which 
The Constitution, Telegraph, Augusta 
Chronicle and other papers have been 
conducting in behalf of better high- 
ways has certainly had-a beneficial ef- 
fect. I had been to Macon a number 
of times. This time I found the rvuad 
better than it ever was. 

“The road from here to Augusta Is 
as good as anybody could ask for 
country roads,in dry weather. Even 
old Wilkes county has a link from 
Fish Dam bridge into Washington 
which will make the heart of any 
motorist leap with joy when he thinks 
of what it used to be. 

“And Gwinnett’s new link running 
right across the county from Tucker 
through Lawrenceville to Winder Is 
as far ahead of the road from Stone 
Mountain or the one from Buford to 
Hog mountain as asphalt. is ahead of 
Belgian block. 

“This very road, which fs only an 
hour's ride from Atlanta, is very pic- 
turesque, and while hilly, is well worth 
anyone's while to investigate. 

“Clarke and Oglethorpe. Richmond, 
Burke, Jenkins, Chatham, Tattnall, 
Thomas, Brooks, Decatur, Mitchell, 
Worth, Dougherty, Lee, Sumter, Schiey, 
Macon, Houston, Bibb. Pike and Spal- 
ding all have fine roads. Monroe, Ap- 
pling, Worth, Schley, Houston and a 
number of other counties are still 
bullding along the route of the pro- 
posed tour. And what do you think of 
Lee and Columbia, for example, getting 
up in the first class? Lee county will 
soon have a splendid road from one 
side of the county to the other (Co- 
lumbia is not doing any permanent 
construction along the old Milledge- 
ville road which we traveled today, 
but the county has done a great deal 
of repair work. And Decatur county, 
away down in the extreme southwest- 
ern corner of the state, has set the 
pace for all Georgia. I am told that 
cars have frequently made fifty to six- 
ty miles an hour over the roads of 
Decatur. It may be true—ask J. W. 
Callahan how fast a car must go to 
pass a Thomas Flyer. 

Most Picturesque Roads. 

“Liberty and Bryan have the most 
picturesque roads south of the moun- 
tains. The roads are almost level for 
miles, and are shaded by moss-covered 
oaks, cypress and pine. 

“The link from Reidsville, in Tatt- 
nall county, by Taylor’s creek into 
Savannah, will be extremely attractive 
to the tourists from the upper part of 
the state. The road ould lure me if 
I lived down in east Georgia. 

“Jenkins is a new county, but it 
ranks with the oldest in knowing how 
to build and maintain a fine road. The 
stretch from Scarborough to Millen 
and on to the Burke line is a beauty. 

“When I started on this trip I ex- 
pected to plow through sand from Ma- 
con all the way around to Savannah. 
We found a little sand in Schley, a 
little in Lee, some in Worth, Grady, 
Brooks and Lowndes, but it is all.nego- 
tiable by any ordinary car, and usually 
the stretches of sand are very short 
The counties are hurrying to get all 
the places clayed before the tour. Some 
counties are rebuilding bridges, and 
others are cutting down grades and 
making fills, 


Talking of Teur. 


“Everybody is talking the _ tour. 
South Georgia is especially enthusias- 
tic. Communities are fighting each 
other over it. One city which wants 
it caused us to travel 20 miles out of 
our way by giving us information 
which did not plumb conditions. 

“I have been asked by many people 
what I thought of the ferry proposi- 
tion over the Altamaha river. I noted 
that ferry carefully, and saw that it 
could easily handle the cars. Each flat 
can transfer two to three cars at one 
time and a flat makes a round trip 
every six minutes. The facilities can 
be so arranged that the ferry will 
average one car transferred per min- 
ute. " 

“The stages laid out can be easily 
made, with perhaps one exception. 
the run from Augusta to Athens, a 
little more than 100 miles, is scheduiei 
for one day on the tour. This morn- 
ing we went into Athens from Augus- 
ta before dinner, and dozens of cars 
can do the same thing. In the tour, 
speed is not the object, but the pur- 
pose is to give those who enter an

From its six-day trip around thé 
rim of the state, The Augusta Chroni- 
cle’s big red 560-horse power Speedwell 
automobile bowled into Atlanta last 
night at 6:15 o'clock in fine condi-« 
tion, 

Its three passengers, Jack Edsall, J. 
W. Goldsmith, Jr., and E. R. Clarke, 
though tired and dusty, had enthusias- 
tic stories of the fine highways passed 
over and of the genuine interest the 
people along the route feel in the 
forthcoming tour. 

Little Damage Received. 

In the trip of ever 1,000 mijes, the 
Speedwell suffered only the slightest 
inconvenience. An injured spring tip 
was the only damege the car had re- 
ceived. 

Leaving Augusta at 8:45 o’clock Sat- 
urday morning with The Macon Tele- 
graph car, the Speedwell enjoyed the 
company of the other party as far as 
Crawfordville, There Jack Edsall left 
the Macon car, arriving in Athante 
after having made the distance of over 
185 miles in less than nine hours. 

“We could have made much better 
time,” said Mr. Edsall, who is the 
southern representative of the Blmore 
Motor Cay Company, with headquar- 
ters at Albany, “but we atopped at 
most every towfi this siGe of Crawforéd- 
ville and took it leisurely. 

“The roads between Augusta and At- 
lanta are fast In a number of places, 
and, generally speaking, are in excel- 
lent condition. Fifty miles per hour 
is easy time for a good bit of the way. 

Route of the Cars. 

“Our car left Augusta Baturdey 
morning about 8:45, eastern time. The 
Macon Telegraph car kept up with us 
all the way to Crawfordville. We went 
through Thomson and Camak, and fol- 
lowed the Georgia railroad.to Atlanta, 
passing through Crawfordville, Con- 
yers, Stone Mountain, Decatur and 
thence here. 

“It was raining when we arrived at 
Stone Mountain, and we were forced 
to stop there for thirty minutes until 
the clouds passed over. Our actual 
running time from Augusta to Atlanta 
was under seven hours, and at that 
we never went over roads but which 
could stand faster travel.

“At every place we stopped we were 
warmly welcomed and found everyonue 
interested in the teur.

“The best roads were to be found 
going from Atlanta to south Georgia.

The fact is 
simple and plain that under a tariff 
the United States has become great, 
powerful and prosperous.”

INSPECTOR CONDEMNS 
PLUMBING IN SCHOOLS 


‘Conditions in Fraser and Cal- 


houn Street Shools 
verely Criticized. 


The report on the sanitary cond>- 
tions of Atlanta’s publ c schools, made 
by Plumbing Inspector J. A. 38. Beacn 
to the board of education, at the sug- 
geStion of the board of health, again 
absolutely condemns the plumbing tin 
the ‘Fraser street and the Calhoun 


| street school, and practically concemns 


the conditions existing in many other 
schools. The unsanitary conditions at 
the two schools named have been 
known by members of the board for 
some time, the matter having ‘been 
brought to the r attention by a pre- 
vious report of Mr. Beach and by re- 
peated complaints of the schools’ pa- 
trons. 

In order to rectify this condition, the 
board has asked council for an appro- 
priation of $2,500 for each of these 
two schools. It was at first intended 
to include in this budget the repairs 
necessary to put the plumbing of other 
city schools in an entirely san. tary 
condition, but it was learned that 
council at this time wished to con- 
sider only such schools as demanded 
instant repair. 

Among the other schools men .ioned 
by Mr. Beach in his report are Boule- 
vard, Formwalt Street, Ira Street, Fair 
Street, Willams Street and Tenth 
Street, and the negro schools, Gate 
City, Mitchel! Street, Gray Street and 
Summerhill. Mr. Beach tells of iso- 
lated systems of plumbing, toilet fa- 
cilities inadequate for the number of 
students, foul smells and most 
healthy conditions. Much of the 
equipment is worn out and out of 
date, many hoppers are brokén ana 
leaking, while others are out of use 
and dry, giving a four-inch opening 
from which sewer gas arises. 


|| SECURITY HOLDERS 


HAVE FARED WELL 


Dividend Payments Are Very 
Heavy for is 
Year. 


New York, September 24.—(Specia].) 
The stock and bond holders of the cor- 
porations of the country have fared 
well during the summer and in Octo- 
ber they will receive $163,000,000 in 
dividends and interest. This is an in- 
crease of $6,000,000 over October, 1909, 
and of $29,000,000 over the same month 
of 1908. 

Dividends payable in October aggre- 
gate over $86,976,000, as against §83,- 
437,000 in 1909, and $67,420,000 in 1908. 
Among the large dividend payments to 
be made are $3,349,350 on New York 
Central; $4,090,070 on Southern Pacific, 
and $4,982,557 on Union Pacific.

Georgia Railroad Case 
Again in Courts, 


Now Held the Company Had 
No Authority to Transfer Tax 


! 
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Exemption---Lessees Ask In- 
junction Against Comptroller 
General to Prevent Collection. 


The question as to whether 
property of the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company is subject to tax- 
ation by the state, is again to g0 
through the supreme court of tue 
United States, and the first step was 
taken yesterday, when the Louisville 
and Nashville and Atlantic Coast Line, 
lessees of the Georgia railroad prop- 
erty, filed suit for injunct on in the 
United States district court here 
against Camptroller General W. A.

After the supreme court of tne 
United States held, some months ago, 
that the charter exemption of tne 
Georgia Railroad and Bank ng Com- 
pany was valid, except 4s to the 
Washington branch, and that the 
state could not collect taxes on it, 
Attorney General John C. Hart, wav 
was then in office, gave the comp- 
troller. general an opinion to the ei- 
fect that while the Georgia 
and Banking Company itself 
empt from taxes, 
authority to transfer that exemption 
to a lessee or to any other person. 
Judge Hart held the exemption was 
given to the company for itself alone 
and coulq not be sold or transferreu. 

Act ng under this opinion, Comptro- 
ler General Wright called upon the 
lessees to return the leased property 
for taxation, which they refused to 
do. He then stated he would assess ft 
and the lessees might arbitrate. This 
they refused also.

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FEWER CRIMES AMONG NEGROES OF GEORGIA 
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Prosperous Negro Farmers, in Their Buggies, Attending a Negro Farm Institute Meeting. 


P. C. Parks, farm director of Clark 
University, has returned from a trip 
made for the purpose of holding farm- 
ers’ institutes among the negro farm- 
ers of the state, and reports marked 
progress made by this class of the col- 
ored c'tizens of the state. 

Probably the most striking portion 
of his communication, published be- 
low, is the po nt he makes as to the 
lack of criminal inclination among 
those negroes of the state who, by 
followinig improved farming methods, 
are building up homes for their fam!- 
lies. 

Among other things he says: 

In holding farmers’ institutes among 
the negro farmers of this state, I have 
been greatly impressed with two 
things: 

1. The number of negroes who ride 
to church in buggies. At ome of these 
institutes Chancellor David C. Bar- 
row, of the University of Georgia, and 
I went out to see if we could find 
a one-horse. wagon; there was not 1% 
one-horse wagon to be found on the 
grounds. I said to him I wish you 
would call attention to this matter of 
buying buggies, and in his speech to 
the institute, Chancellor Barrow 
stated. “that he went to church in a 
one-horse wagon for years, using a 
buckboard as a spring seat, before 
buying a buggy. It may be good busi- 
ress practice to buy a one-horse wagon 
on ered't, but it would be poor busi- 
ness practice to buy a ‘buggy on 
credit.” I’ was #0 much tmpressed 
with the truth of this statement that 
I have been looking for one-horse 
wagons at the negro church gather- 
ings ever since, but I do not find them. 
The above cut would indicate a 
wealthy congregation, but it is com- 
posed mostly of negro farm tenants 


and the vehicles are bought on time. 


2. The negro cropper and farm la- 
borers do not attend farmers’ insti- 
tutes. At a meeting held in Hartwel’' 

the croppers and ig 
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borers were conspicuous for their ab- 
sence. 

There has been no systematic effort 
made to reach and help the negro 
cropper and farm laborer, and they do 
not seem to be increasing in reliabil- 
ity, or in learning better methods of 
farming. This would not be so se- 
rious, if it were not for the fact that 
In these two classes ane found the 
large majority of negro farmers in 
Georgia. 

Great Majority Croppers. 

Of the, negroes over 15 years of age 
engaged in farming in this state there 
are about 282,000; of this number 229,- 
000,.cr 77 out of every 100, belong 
to the cropper and farm laborer class, 
and what is more serious, a majority 
of the negroes under 15 years of age 
who must follow farming as an occu- 
pation and who will from the very 
nature of things fall into this class 
of inefficient workers, because they 
are being trained by this same class of 
unreliable and shiftless farm workers. 
The environments are such that wher 
we have made one negro a good 
farmer, nine have become poor and 
worthless farmers. 

The larger part of the work, in 
changing these environments, must be 
done by the leaders of the race. We 
are not going to receive the recogni- 
tion for which many of our leaders 
are clamoring untill we are able to 
show to the world that the education 
which we have is fitting us to‘ take 
hold of this work in an every day 
sort of way. What I mean is this, ou: 
people must be taught to understand 
that learning to cook a good “meal is 
far more important than learning tw 
play a piano, that the study of cotton 
and corn roots ig far more important, 
in race building, than the study af 
latin and Greek roots, that those of 
us who have hed school advantages 
must be ready and willing to take 
bold of the plow, hoe or shovel in orf- 
der to set an example or to inspire the 
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common laborer of the cotton and corn 
fields, to do cheerfully an honest days 
work, and to do 't in 365 days in a 
year. In fact, the real foundation 
work in the uplift of our people must 
be done among the masses on the 
farm. No amount of veneer or clamor-- 
ing will atone for these conditions. 

Dr. C. L. Bonner, of the Colored 
Methodist Episcopal church, and pre- 
sid.ng elder of the Elberton 4Aistrict, 
has set the pace, as far as the 
churches are concerned, in regards to 
teacning these principles to our peo- 
pie. It is @ step forward when & 
presiding elder in the Methodist Epis- 
copel church will take such subjects 
in his d.strict conference for discussion 
as: “What part of the farm should be 
planted to food crops?” “Why the city 
is interested in cvuntry life,” and “Tou 
what extent sheuld cattie and hog 
raising be carried on upon the aver- 
age farm?" Then to have southern 
white men, such as Judge W. ik. 
Hodges, Hon. A. J. McMullan and other 
distingu.shed men to come and dig- 
cuss theses subjects in a frank and 
helpful way. It shows that we are 
making progrets and some of our 
readers at least are willing and ready 
to take hold of the undamental 
things which should be taught our 
people.

IS ASKED 
FORBANCER WALSH 


F ormal-Petition Present- 
ed to President Taft. 


Thousands of Letters From Per- 
sons in Middle West Urging 
Taft to Grant Petition---Peti- 
tion Alleges That Walsh’s' 
Health Is Failing. 


Washington, September 24.—A peti- 
tion to the president for the pardon of 
John R. Walsh, former president of 
the Chicago National bank, from the 
federal prison at Leavenworth, Kan., 
was filed at the department of justice 
today by Attorney George T. Bucking- | 
ham, of Chicago, in behalf of Mary L. 
Walsh. Richard W. Walsh and John 
W. Walsh, respectively the wife and 
sons of the prisoner. 

Thousands of Letters. 

Accompanying the formal 
tion for a pardon for the aged banker 
ani railroad man were thousands of 
letters from individuals in Chicago 
and throughout the middle west urging 
President Taft to grant the petition. 
The file of these letters comprised 
twenty-five bound volumes. Besides 
letters from personal friends and busi- 
ness associates, there were letters 
from all the officers and directors of 
the Walsh banks which were involved 
in the case, letters from the stock- 
holders and depositors and jurors who 
found Walsh guilty of misappropria- 
tion of funds of his banks. 

In 1907 Mr. Walsh was found guilty 
of a violation of the United States 
banking laws in having made exces- 
sive loans to railroads in which he 
was interested, and in December, 1909, 
he was sentenced to five years in the 
Leavenworth prison. 

Walsh is 73 years old and the main 
motive in the appeal to President Taft 
is based on the prisoner’s failing 
health. He is reported as suffering 
from acute heart disease and physi- 
clans affirm in the petition that he I!s 
likely to die at any moment. 
Ground on Which Pardon Is Asked. 

As set forth in~the petition the 
grounds On which his pardon is asked 
are as follows: 

That the crime for which he was 
found guilty does not involve mora! 
turpitude, and that none of the acts on 
which conviction was based was done 
for. or resulted in, any profit to him- 
self. 

That the depositors in all the banks 
with which he was connected were 
paid in full, and immediately. 

That the loss of nearly all his own 
large personal fortune, caused by the 
forced liquidation of these banking 
institutions, is equivalent to a finan- 
cialk fine many times in excess 
usually imposed and is in itself a 
most severe punishment already suf- 
fered. 

That his loss of power, prestige and 
position, together with the humilfa- 
tion of a conviction and imprisonment 
is a punishment already: suffered, 
greatly in excess of the .usua!. 

That the racking strain of the. four 
years’ struggle to save his personal 
name, as wel] as to save loss to par- 
ties interested, has with his advanced 
age so seriously affected his health 
that a continued imprisonment iis like. 
ly to result fatally.

UNITED STATES LEADS WORLD 
IN FOREIGN MISSIONARY WORK 


By D. V. Francis. 

New York, September 24.—(Special.) 
The msesionary movement as an or- 
ganized movement is just 100 years 
old this year, and the centennial of ths 
formation of the American Board of 
Foreign Missionaries, the oldest of the 
American societies, will be duly cele- 
brated at Boston next month, 

In this country the United States 
has taken the lead of all nat+ons in 
foreign missionary work. 

Contributions of the United Siates 
have come to $10,000,000 in a total of 
$24,000,000 a year. There are 5,117 
missionaries who are supported by 
American gifts, and they employ al- 
most 30,000 native teachers and 
preachers. There are 700,000 members 
of Christian churches in heathen lands. 

The present measure of Christian’ 
unity is sa‘d to be largely due to the 
reflex influence of the mission. fields. 
It is noted as remarkable by ministers 
that foreign missions have always 
been condemned, and yet always 
thrived. Commercial men in the east 
have almost universally opposed the 
miss onary and his work, and yet it ts 
argued by church people that the mis- 
sionaries and not the advance agents 
of commerce have brought to Amert- 
ca the oriental trade she enjoys. 

Such men as Bishop Brent, the Rev. 
Dr. John J. Jones, the Rev. Dr. Dan- 
lel C. Greene, E. E. Marvin and many 
others, are credited with having shown 
to the orient American civilization in 
its beet form. 

The first century of Christian mis- 
sions in foreign lands has been spent 
in opening doors, in learning lan- 
guages and in building colleges and 
churches.

aters in the city which number at 
least one hundred and the less im- 
portant are beginning to feel the ef- 
fects of the moving picture shows. 
These latter are springing up like 
mushroons, until now there are said 
to be fully 600 of them t!n Greater 
New York. The business has evi- 
dently become very profitable. One 
recently opened costs the manager 4 
daily rental of $50, or $18,250 a year. 
Over in Brooklyn, which is a part 
of this city, a picture show man 's 
putting up a theater costing $50,000 
for the building alone.

show houses do not keep the better 
class of patrons away from theaters, 
but they do steal the gallery patrons.

More 
than one theatrical manager has told 
me that the receipts from the gal- 
lery raid the annua! rental of his 
theater. Politicians who could never 
aspire to the management of a legiti- 
mate theater, and small business men 
are cloging up the saloons, groceries 
and butcher shops and opening pic- 
ture shows. And they thrive.

speakers at trades union 
congresses, labor party meetings and 
parliamentary committees. Frequent- 
ly she was the only woman present, 
occupying positions that no woman 
had ever held before. 

She read papers before 
Economic Association and the Sanitary 
Institute Congress at Glasgow. 

For the past year she has. devoted 
her time entirely to lecturing for the 
socialist and labor movement. She is 
always in the thick of the election 
fights of the parliamentary labor par- 
ty and wherever the fight is stiffest, 
there she is sent, her charming per- 
sonality, her forceful arguments and 
her untiring zeal winning her way 
where many would fail. 


She was adopted as candidate for 
Woolwich for the 1910 London county 
counci] election (the first election at 
which women have been eligible as 
candidates), and although she had to 
overcome a certain amount of preju- 
dice against the innovation of a wom- 
an candidate, she polled nearly 7,000 
votes. Just 800 votes short of win- 
ning, and 200 votes above her col- 
league, a labor man, well-known in 
the borough. 

She is an executive member of the 
Women's Labor League member of the 
Fabian Society, deputy chairman of the 
People’s Suffrage Federation, and of 
the Independent labor party. 

To rest from her many 
came to America for a short visit. The 
day after she landed she was urged 
to help in the campaign for women’s 
suffrage in Massachusetts. She con- 
sented, and delighted everyone, speak- 
ing at one time to factory women and 
then again in fashionable drawing 
rooms and then to working men. 

It was time for me to leave; still: I 
lingered on, bewitched one minute by 
the merry twinkle in her eye and her 
joyous laughter; the next, by the stir- 
ring pathos in her voice as she talked 
of the struggles of the laboring class 
in England, or the ringing denuncia- 
tion with which she spoke of injustice 
or graft. 

She is busy for a few days keeping 
engagements in Chicago and the west. 
She will surely kindle fresh enthusiasm 
and awaken fresh endeavor in the 
hearts of all those who meet her.

A JOY RIDE ’ROUND GEORGIA. 


Six days from its beginning, the official survey of the All- 
"Round-Georgia Good Roads Automobile Tour, embracing an oval 
gso miles in circumference, covering every part of Georgia, came 
to a close yesterday afternoon when Asa Candler, Jr.’s big Lozier 
dréw up in front of The Constitution building. 

Last Monday morning at 5:30 o'clock, the same car got under 
way from the same spot, convoyed by the Speedwell aute repre- 
senting The Augusta Chronicle. A trifle after g o'clock the same 
morning, they had made the trip to Macon, and were joined by 
the Velie, representing The Macon Telegraph. 

Together this trio of cars made the g50-mile cirouit of Geor- 
gia, recording what is undoubtedly the most remarkable pathfind- 
ing tour in the history of good roads contests anywhere. 

From the first day’s run to the last, the run was marked by 
broken records and phenomenal conditions. Getting away from At- 


| lanta at sunrise Monday morning, the Lozier, representing The Con- 


stitution, checked in at Moultrie, Colquitt county, that evening, its 
speedometer showing an even score of 352 miles in one day's 
travel. 

None of the three cars attempted to surpass that record first 
established, as it had only been made to show the possibilities of 
Georgia roads. The remainder of the trip was devoted to eam- 
paigning in behalf of the tour that is to begin the 17th day of next 
month, and centralizing the enthusiasm already existing in the 
many counties penetrated by the right-of-way, as well as other 
counties remote from the route to be followed by the participating 
cars.

The Grand Army of the Republic has handed down what ought 
to be a final verdict in the unseemly controversy rding the pres- 
ence of the Lee-statue in statuary hall of the natidnal capitol. 

_ By a decisive vote taken at its annual-encampment at Atlantic 
City it postponed indefinitely the protesting resolution, thus finally 
disposing of the matter, and so far as the organized union survivors 
are concerned, putting a quietus upon an ill-timed and inappropri- 
ate squabble. 

This conclusion was not reached without a stormy session, in 
which advocates of the resolution displayed the bitterness that has 
been made familiar by a few irreconcilables on both sides of the line. 

The majority, however, argued that the acrimony and antagon- 
isms of the civil war were rapidly disappearing, that no patriotic 
ends would be served by. reviving strife, and that legal right of Vir- 
—_—- make its own selection fer statuary hall could not be ques- 
tioned. 

Here and there the unfortunate firebrand, north and south, or 
the seeker for cheap political capital or notoriety, will disregard 
the sentiment of a reunited people and flaunt the bloody shirt. 

But the south, as a people, will appreciate the significance of 
the action whereby the organized survivors on the union side of 
the world’s greatest civil war formally decree forgetfulness of the 
bitterness and recrimination that once divided the nation, placing 
a period to intolerance within their own ranks and holding out the 
right hand of fellowship to the survivor on the other side. 

The smothering of that little resolution may seem a tiny thing 
to the unobservant American. As a matter of fact, it is the final 
registration of peace and harmony by the one organization in the 
country qualified to speak northern sentiment with regard to the 
lingering emotions engendered by the sixties. 

And the south—tonfronted by so broad-minded and liberal an 
attitude—can afford to pursue a course no less representative of 
the spirit of reconciliation, and re-nationalization, that controls the 
people of a common country today. 

The chapter written at the G. A. R. encampment turns out to 
be a blessing in disguise. It was at first regarded as unfortunate 
that an issue of a presumably incendiary nature should arise on 
such an occasion. As it has developed, however, the threshing out 
of the controversy was the best thing that could have occurred. The 
atmosphere has been clarified, an understanding reached, and the 
matter has, no doubt, been disposed of for all time. 

We cannot expect to obliterate the nothern and southern irre- 
concilable by fiat. But the official and overwhelming majority sen- 
timent of both sides has spoken, and in the future north and south 
should ignore futile vaporings and address their mutual efforts to 
materializing the wish spoken by Grant at Appomattox— 

“Let us have peace.”

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THE MURDER CROP AND THE KILDEES. 


“Are we a barbarous race of people?’ asks T. 5. Mathews, in 
a communication published elsewhere, “to shoot and be shot down 
as if we were a race of savages?” 

Mr. Mathews puts that leading question as a result of quickly 
successive tragedies at Abbeville, Atlanta and Meigs. | 

Almost at the time he was writing his query, two prominent 
young farmers, brothers-in-law, were shooting each other to death 
on the public road in Mitchell county, next door to Dougherty 
county, in which Mr. Mathews lives, with a wife of one and sister 
of the other for an audience. ! 

And this sort of thing is commonplace in Georgia as in other 
American states. 

Mr. Mathews is correct. We are known, internationally, as a 
nation of “killers.” The homicide rate of one of our states is greater 
by the year than that of all England. We leave “darkest Russia” 
hopelessly in the rear, and it is doubtful if Italy, with its vendettas 
and perpetual blood-lust, is within hailing distance of the “most 
enlightened people the sun shines on!” 

The cause for all this, in Georgia and elsewhere, is not the 
innately barbarous instincts of our people, as might be judged by 
the size and blackness of the record. 

It is due to the present and the pernicious activity of the con- 
stitutional kildees, who take the position that the judicial reforms 
that would bring pistol-toters to justice would “invade their consti- 
tutional rights!’ 

It is this sort of thing, this making a fetich of technicalities 
and “constitutional rights,” this hugging of red tape, that has en- 
couraged murder and outlawry until the nation occupies its evil 
eminence of our day. 

The day is rapidly approaching when the great majority of 
law-abiding people in Georgia will send to the legislature men who 
will brush these kildees to the side and put the good of the state 
before the fees these gentry save to themselves by leaving the 
machinery of the law helpless and antiquated. 

When each man who packs a pistol, without legal license, 
beyond the boundaries of his premises, is sent to the chain-gang 
without the privilege of a fine, Georgia, at least, will cease its 
contribution to the national quota of diversified murder and law- 
lessness. 


GROWERS ASK REDUCTION 
OF MINIMUM CAR LOAD

Watkins & Latimer, counsel for the 
Georgia Fruit Exchange, in company 
with Manager I. M. Fleming and a 
number of peach growers, will go on 
to Washington today to be present at 
the hearing before the interstate com- 
merce commission on Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 27, when the petition of the 
exchange will be taken up. 

This petition, filed by the exchange 
several weeks ago, asks the commis- 
sion to have a minimum carload re- 
duced from 22,500 to 20,000 pounds, or 
crate loads from 5865 to 448 crates, or 
to compel the roads to furnish cars 
that will haul and at the same time 
refrigerate 635 crates. It is claimed 
that with the present cars only 448 
crates can be refrigerated properly, 
and any number in excess of that is 
shipped at a loss to the shipper. The 
growers have filed compiaints that al- 
ready $100,000 worth of fruit has been 


spoiled in transit through lack of 


proper refrigeratio 

A number of New York commission 
merchants are coming to Washington 
to testify before the commission as to 
the condftion of the fruit upon-its ar- 
rival at destination when the present 
minimum capacity of the car is utiliz- 
ed. The case has attracted widespread 
interest on account of its far-reaching 
effect.

TO THE MEMORY OF DICKENS, 


A committee of the foremost literary men in England and 
America are sponsors for a movement to give the approaching hun- 
dredth anniversary of the birth of Charles Dickens a practical rather 
that a simply sentimental significance. The plan is to sell “Dickens 
stamps,” for a penny in England and two cents in this country, to be 
affixed to each volume the buyer may possess of the English master- 
novelist. 

In America, men of the prominence of Melville E. Stone, Rob- 
ert Underwood Johnson, Charles Scribner and S. S. McClure are 
supervising the undertaking. 

Three of Dickens’ surviving children and at least seventeen 
grandchildren are existing in more or less dire straits, and it is the 
purpose of this peculiar form of memorial to raise a fund for their 
relief. 

There is every reason, in justice and sentiment, why Americans 
should contribute generously to the project. The works of Dickens 
were never given an American copyright. Dozens of American pub- 
lishers made and are making fortunes from his genius, without pay- 
ing toll; millions of Americans have profited by his genius. 

To this day, it is probable the novels of the Englishman outrank 
the majority of the “best sellers” of our day, taking the thing in and 
out the year round. 

The ruling generation was brought up on Pickwick, Sam Wel- 
ler, David Copperfield, Dick. Swiveller, Sidney Carton, Oliver Twist 
and others of his creation too numerous for mention, and the rising 
generation is still absorbed by his magic. 

It is a movement which should receive the most liberal encour- 


agement in this country.

Zagazig, 1910—Special Correspond- 
ence.—Come with me this bright Sun- 
day morning for a look at the old land of 
Goshen, where the Israelites settled 
when they first eame into Egypt. I 
am writing this in the center of it, not 
far from the road down which Joseph 
Was carried by the caravan of Ish- 
maelites, or Bedouins, who had bought 
him of his brothers and were on their 
way to sell him to Potiphar. It was 
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over that same road that the ten sons! 


of Jacob, Benjamin having been left 
at home, came down here to get corn; 
and it must have been about here that 
- they had their dealings with Joseph, 
who was then the chief officer of 
Pharaoh and the premier, as it were, 
of his administration. You all know 
how he came into Egypt and grew to 
be the greatest man of the country. He 
was so influential that he was able to 
gxive Goshen to Jacob and his family; 
and it was at his advice that they all 
moved here and settled. That was the 
beginning of the Israelites in Egypt, 
and they remained here in Goshen for 
generations before they were finally 
enslaved and forced to make bricks 
by the Pharaohs. 
The Land of Goshen. 


' The land of Goshen is today one of 
the finest parts of the Nile valley. I 
came here from Cairo and my whole 
way was through rich crops of cotton, 
sugar cane and clover. There was 
green to be seen everywhere, and I 
could ride from here twenty miles more 
to the eastward before reaching the 
desert. The railroad from Cairo to 
the Suez canal goes directly through 
Goshen. It strikes the canal at Isma- 
lia and then branches off north and 
south, running along the line of the 
canal to Suez on the Red sea, and to 
Port Said on the Mediterranean. The 
first section is over the road which 
led from Arabia to Memphis and Hellio- 
polis, which cities have since been re- 
placed by Cairo, the capital and metrop- 
olis of Egypt. This town of Zagazig, 
where I am stopping, is one of the 
chief cities in the delta. It is on the 
fresh water canal and on a big iIrri- 
gation canal which leads to the Nile. 
It is famous as a cotton port and today 
camels are coming into the town with 
bales on their backs, and long train- 
loads are starting out for Alexandria 
and Port Said, from whence the cot- 
ton will be shipped off to Europe. 

This cotton is a feature of the land- 
scape which was absent in the days 
of the Pharaohs. When Joseph came 
down into Egypt the only cloth that 
the people had was made of .fiax and 
wool. The cotton plant was not known 
to exist and it was as late as the mid- 
die ages, when the people gave credit 
to a story that cotton of India came 
from a sheep which grew on the end of 
a bush, and which now and then bent 
down <o eat the grass which grew all 
around. That cotton plant was sup- 
posed to thrive in Hinduston, and it 
was not until centuries later that the 
real cotton seeds were planted in 
Egypt. Today Goshen is covered with 
cotton. There are mdny plantations 
near Zagazig, and I have seen thou- 
gands of acres of this crop through- 
out different parts of the Egyptian 
delta. It is the chief money crop of 
the country, and it will bring in up- 
ward of $100,000,000 this year. 

A Great Stock Company. 


This land of Goshen is a fine stock 
country. Camels, buffalos and donkeys 
are staked out in the fields, and flocks 
ef sheep and goats feed there, watched 
by shepherds. There are, also, droves 
of camels grazing or lying on the 
ground, chewing their cuds. Aji have 
their herdsmen. There are no fences 
in Egypt, and the fields are bounded 
by imaginary lines. Sometimes the 
limits may he told by the ditches, or 
the little embankments made for irri- 
gation. 

It was as stock raisers that the Is- 
raelites came into Egypt. They werea 
pastoral people, and it mayhave been 
for that reason that Joseph had Pha- 
raoh give them this land of Goshen, 
the eastern part of which is fringed 
by the desert, with 
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places of scanty | 


vegetation, where the stock could 
graze. 

Today the land is well cultivated. 
Most of the fields are kept like gar- 
dens, and I see half-naked men bend- 
ing over and digging the soil with 
gSreat mattocks. Here the farmers are 
plowing, using the same one-handed 
Plow of the days of the Scriptures. 
Some of them have donkeys and buf- 
faloes hitched together,and now and 
then one sees a plow dragged along 
by a cow and a camel. There is much 
artificia] irrigation, and the water is 
lifted from level to level by men 
with buckets and baskets to whic 
ropes are siung. In other places the 
water is raised by the sakiyeh, a rude 
wheel which is turned by the cogs of 
another wheel, set at right angles to 
it. On the perpendicular wheel clay 
jars are fastened, and as this moves 
through the water tfiese fill and turn- 
ing empty themselves into the troughs 
which lead to the little canals ard 
the fields. The motive power in this 
case is a blindfolded camel, bullock or 


fa horse in an old-fashioned bark 


going around like 

mill. 

Many of the fields are now under 

water and the silvery streams shine 

Out through the emerald green of the 

crops. 
The Villages of Goshen, 

When the Israelites first came to 
Goshen they probably lived in tents 
Such as the Bedouins use today. These 
a&re made or sheep's wool or goat’s hair, 
rudely woven by hand. They are up- 
held by ropes and poles and are so low 
that the people must craw] into them. 
We know that Abraham lived in a tent 
and it is probable that this was the 
case with Isaac and Jacob. 

After coming to Goshen the Israelites 
probably copied the houses of the 
Egyptians and built villages of mud 
huts not unlike those I now see. These 
houses are rude to an extreme. Many 
of them are not over 40 feet square; 
they have flat roofs and are often so 
low that one can look over them as he 
rides by on a camel, There are no

the cotton has been picked. This stuff 
is tied up in bundles and laid away on 
the roofs until used. 

There are but few trees to be seen. 
Now and then an acacia grows along, 
the roadway, and here and there over 
the country are clumps of date palms. | 
There are occasional fruit gardens, and ' 
one frequently passes an orchard load- 
ed with oranges. 

The roads are usually high above 
the rest of the country. They run 
along the canals, and consist of the 
dirt built up to hold back the waters. 
The side roads are chiefly came] paths 
ang OMNe sees everywhere the traffic 
moving along through the fields. Even 
on the chief roads there are very few 
wagons. The most of the freight is 
carried on donkeys and camels, anu 
they form the chief riding animals as 
well. Long-legged Egyptians in tur- 
bans and gowns sit on the rumps or 
litthe donkeys, their feet almost drag- 


ging, and flerce-looking Bedouins, their | 


headdresses tied on with ropes, bob 
up and down as they ride on thelr | 
mules, thelr heads apparently bowing 
There are

there a brickyard in full swing. It 
was situated right on the edge of 
the ruins and the Fellaheen of today 
were molding the clay used by the 
Israelites of the past into building 
material for 1910. As I looked at 


them my mind went back to the days | 
of the Pharaohs when Moses was still) 


living, and saw his people laboring 
under the lash. These men and,swom- 
en were working under taskmasters 
or overseers. Their half-clad persons 
were burnt black by the tropical sun 
overhead and they looked not unlike 
slaves. Here they were grinding the 
mud, there they were molding it into 
bricks and further over they were pil- 
ing up the bricks which had been 
dried in the sun. The carrying of the 
bricks was largely done by young 
girls, who labored under a burly ne- 
gro with a stick in his hand. At his 
direction the girls took the bricks on 
their heads and carried them off on 
the trot. I got a photograph of this 
scene by bribing the negro, and I 
doubt not my picture was a fair type 
of that which went on in those long 
days, when Pharaoh drove the Israel- 
ites to similar work without straw. 

With the Virgin Mary in Egypt. 

It was down through Goshen that 
Jvuseph and Mary came with the infani 
Saviour when they fied from the horrid 
Herod who slaughtered the innocents. 
This was then the chief highway from 
Palestine into- Egypt, and there is no 
doubt that they stopped at Bubastis as 
they went on to Heliopolis, where the 
temple and college still existed at the 
time Christ was born. There is a tree 
not far from the Obelisk of Heliopolis 
under which Mary and Joseph and the 
young Jesus are said to have restea. 
It is about 5 miles from Cario anu 
guide books speak of it as one of the 
stock sights of Egypt. I doubt tne 
reliability of their statements. The 
tree may be the descendant of one 
which stood there in the time of Christ. 
It is an old sycamore gnarled with 
many years and scarred with the 
names of tourists. It is on one or 
the estates of the khedive, and it may 
be seen through the bars of a fence, 
which has been built around it to keep 
off the relic hunters. During my visit 
tlvere I tried to climb the fence in 
order to get a photograph of it, but 
some of the khedive’s servants came 
up and warned me not to go in. The 
tree is surrounded by orange orchards, 
which are irrigated by sakiyehs drawn 
by water buffaloes with blankets over 
their eyes. 

As I went by I stopped at one of 
these sakiyehs and the men brovfght 
me some oranges from the kKhedive’s 
orchard and sold them at the rate of 
eight for 10 cents. These were won- 
derfully refreshing, and as I sat in the 
shade of the trees outside the fence I 
wondered whether Mary and Joseph 
had not ‘perhaps thus quenched their 
thirst in that same place, now over 
nineteen hundred years ago. Any rest- 
ing Place must have been welcome 
after the long ride through thé coun- 
try to the edge of the great city of the 
sun. 

In addition to this there are other 
stories told of the stay of the holy 
family in Egypt. One is that Joseph 
and Mary took our Savior out to the 
pyramids, and from there to the 
Sphinx. It is said that Mary laid Him 
in the lap of the Sphinx, and that He 
slept for a night on the paws of that 
mighty stone beast, half lion, half hu- 
man being. 

The Children of Bgypt. 

These stories seem vivid as one truv- 
els through Egypt. I went down the 
other day to the banks of the Nile 
where the little baby Moses is said 
to have lain in the bulrushes in his 
boat of papyrus, and as I stood by the 
Obelisk at Heliopolis 1 was remind- 
ed of the virgin ané@ the Savior by a 
young girl who had a babe in her 
arms. She must have been about the 
Same age that Mary was then, and 
the little one laughed and crowed as 
she rested there under the tropical] sun. 
At the same time a score of other chil- 
dren, ranging in age from 2 to 12 years, 
gathered around me and posed fur my 
camera with the obelisk behind. The 
obelisk was undoubtedly there when 
our Savior was carried through Egypt, 
and it was erected long before Moses 
was found in the bulrushes over there 
on the banks of the Nile not far away. 
The greate stone seemed to tie the 
past and the present together, and the 
little ones of today brought back those 
of the times of the Savior. 

The children were glad to pose for 
me, but as I snapped the camera they 
rushed to the front with hands out- 
stretched begging for baksheesh. I 
was at a loss how to fee so many, and

ANIMAL LIFE AT SEA. 


Birds and Fishes Seen in Jour- 
ney Across the Atlantic. 


(From The Scientific American Hand- 
Book of Travel.) 

During a passage across the Atlantic 
ocean, either from New York to Liv- 
erpool or to the South American ports, 
the, traveler or tourist, observes a 
large number of extremely interesting 
animals, and leaving the port in New 
York one can not help observing 4 
large variety of bird life, especially in 
the vicinity of the lower bay and off 
Long Island, a large number of gulls 
and shore birds, flocks of ducks and 
geese on the following worning after 
sailing. The tourist, if he looks as.ern, 
in the wake of the ship, will see fol- 
lowing along large numbers of one of 
the most interesting birds of the ocean 
—the petrel, Mother Carey’s chicken. 
These birds apparently follow the ves- 
sel entirely across the Atlantic; they 
are found a thousand miles out at sea, 
and undoubtedly remain for days and 
weeks at a time, in the non-breeding 
season, many miles out from shore.

‘choleric.’ ‘Cholera’ and ‘choler,’ in 
fact, meant just the same thing. 60 
the comparatively mild ailment which 
we know as ‘English’ cholera was re- 
ferred to as ‘the disease cholera,’ or 
‘cholera morbus, in order to distin- 
guish it from the other sense of the 
word. Much later, when Asiatic chol- 
era Was introduced to the alarmed no- 
tice of this country, ‘cholera’ got trans- 
ferred to it. 

“A correspondent of The Times, con- 
vinced that we cannot go on indefi- 
nitely talking about aviators or 
‘aeronauts, suggests ‘airmen, on the 
analogy of ‘seamen.’ No doubt it will 
come to that, or to ‘fliers,’ or some- 
thing as simple, in the end. But what 
about ‘aeroplane?’ No vehicle can keep 
more than a fragment of its name 
when once it becomes familiar. The 
monosyllable serenely has it—~‘bus,’ 
‘tram,’ ‘eab,’ ‘van,’ ‘taxi;’ ‘hansom’ and 
‘growler’ have ther two syllables, but 
very easy ones. It seems an absolute 
certainty that the flying machine will 
become simply the ‘plane.’ 

“*Boom,’ as i nthe phrase, ‘rubber 
boom,’ is of American origin and ap- 
pears to have originated in the wes 
somewhere about 1878. Its origina 
reference was to rapid movement pro- 
roaring sound. When a 
‘jam’ or logs beaks up the loge are 
borne violently down stream, and are 
then said to be booming: so it seems 
probable that the expression originated 
in the lumber trade, and spread thence 
to all forms of business.” 
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Along the Atlantic ocean, within 
several hundred miles of land, many 
large fishes are met with, one, espe- 
cially, off the New England coast, be- 
ing the bsaking shark, an enormous 
shark that weighs fromtwenty to thir- 
ty tons and atiains a length of sixty 
or seventy feet.

luck, he will see the great killer, Orea 
gladiator, which wil] be recognized by 
tts tall dorsal fin, which stands up like 
a sail or mast of a ship. These whales 
are from twenty to twenty-five fee: 
in length and are famous for their fe- 
rocious attacks upon the whalebone 
whales, which are absolutely defense- 
less. The killers selze them by the 
side of their mouth, tear the mouth 
open and literally wrench the enormous 
tongue from these whalebone whales. 

if the ship is makisSg a trip from 
Montreal to Liverpool, crossing the 
great bay at the mouth of the St. 
Lawrence, large numbers of white 
whales will be seen. They are so near- 
ly white that, when observed, their 
heads iook like patches of cotton on 
the surface. The Indians from the va- 
rious rivers of the north cateh them 
by shooting them with rifles.

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MEETING OF EXECUTIVE BOARD | 
HELD AT MARIETTA TUESDAY 


Appointment of Two New Com- 
mittees Announced by 
State Regent. 


In response to a call of the state 
regent, Mrs. John G. Graham, the ex- 
ecutive board of the Georgia Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution met 
at the home of the state regent in 
Marietta on Tuesday, September 20. 

There was a g00d attendance of 
both state officers and the chairmen 
of state committees. From the time 
they received the cordial reception of 
Mre. Graham and her sister, Miss 
String, on the shady lawn of her at- 
tractive home, each realized that there 
was before her a day of much pleas- 
ure. That it was a day of profit, also, 
a brief review of the proceedings will 
clearly show. 

That the Daughters of the American 
Revolution of Georgia and of the na- 
tion has recently experienced a great 
loss in the removal from our ranks 
by death of Mrs. Robert E. Park, was 
freshly brought to mind by resolutions 
prepared by Mrs. 8. B. C. Morgan, of 
Savannah, which, in her absence, were 
read by Mrs. P. W. Godfrey. The state 
regent spoke of the love and esteem 
in which Mrs. Park was held, and the 
sorrow now felt in the ranks of the 
Daughters, after which the resolutions 
were adopted by a rising vote. 

Mrs. George M. Brown, in the name 
of the Atlanta chapter, offered a mo- 
tion recommending that the state body, 
at the next conference, take steps 
toward placing a proper memorial to 
Mrs. Park in Continental! hall in Wash- 
ington, D. C. It is believed that every 
chapter in the state will deem it a 
privilege to contribute to this object. 

The state regent, by an outline of 
the work, showed that she will have a 
most exceHent report to make at the 
state conference. The wise choice she 
has made in the selection of her com- 
mittees and the enthusiastic manner 
in which the chairmen of these com- 
mittees who were present, have taken 
up their duties, indicates that much 
good will be accomplished by the 
Daughters of Georgia in the next 
twelve months. 

The state regent announced the ap- 
pointment of two new committees. 

First, the committee on revolutionary 
graves, Mrs. S. W. Foster, chairman; 
Mrs. Foster will issue a request that 
each chapter send her a list of all the 
graves of revolutionary soldierS in 
their vicinity. 

Miss Ray, state editor, moved that 
it be recommended to the next state 
conference to fix one day in the year 
to be known as Memorial day, on 
which occasion each chapter will place 
an evergreen wreath on the graves of 
the revolutionary soldiers in their 
county. This day, chosento be the an- 
niversary of some one of the revolu- 
tionary events in Georgia. That thjs 
be done by the conference in recogni- 
tion of the excellent work of our state 
regent when serving as state editor 
toward locating the graves of these 
heroes, and drawing the -attention of 
the state to their neglected contition, 
and thus to insure the future interest 
in and care of these graves. 

The second committee was on the 
Berry school, with Miss Glover, of Ma- 
rietta, as chairman. Judging from the 
enthusiasm of Miss Glover in her work, 
and the vigorous campaign she out- 
lined, this committee will surely be 
able to make a most excellent report a 
year hence. 

The committee on historic sites and 
monuments, with Mrs. Gedrge M. 
Brown as chairman, is planning to 
carry on a vigorous campaign this 
year for their object. To further the 
work, Mrs. Brown made a motion rec- 
ommending that the state conference 
start a permanent fund to which all 
chapters in the state will be asked to 
contribute, this money to be used by 
the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution to mark such historic spots as 
the committee shall select. In connec- 
tion with this, the question of the im- 
mediate necessity of the executive 
board taking steps toward the trans- 
lation and preservation of the Ebe- 
nezer records while there is the op- 
portunity, wasdiscussed, and the sum 
of $25 was contributed then and there 
by some of the liadies present. These 
records need immediate attention, and 
contributions to this fund from indi- 
viduals or chapters will be gladly re- 
ceived. ae ir 

Mrs. Oscar Peeples, of Cartersville, 
recommended that the Daughters of 
the American Revolution of Georgia 
endeavor to have the state legislature 
erect a monument to the revolutionary 
soldiers of Georgia in thé capital city 
of Atlanta. 

The chapters throughout the state 
will be interested to know of the dis- 
cussion which took place on the sub- 

t of the time of the meeting of our 
state conference. There has been much 
dissatisfaction because of the fact that 


while our atate officers are elected and; 


the state regent nominated atthe state 
conference in October or November of 
each year, they do not really take 
charge of their offices until the fol- 
lowing May. which is five months 
later. The state regent, as all know, is 
elected itn Washington city, at 
meetings of the D. A. R. Congress in 
April of each year. Many plans have 
heretofore been discussed to remedy 
this state of affairs, which so often 
caused confusion among the Daugh- 
ters. ‘ 

The executive board will recommend, 
at the next state conference (and here- 
by notify the chapters of that fact) 
that the state by-law, No. iv, section 3, 
which says that all state officers must 
be elected annually, be suspended long 
enough to allow the state officers then 
serving a few months longer than the 
year, so that the conference hereafter 
may be held in the spring of each 
year, the exact date to be moyable to 
suit the Lenten season and the con- 
venience of the hostess chapter. 

The chapters will also be interested 
to know that there is already a law 
limiting the time for the reading of 
the chapter reports at the state con- 
ference to three minutes each. This 
will be enforced this year, and each 
chapter be given an opportunity to 


read its report before the conference. ' 


Socially the meeting of the execu- 
tive board was a brilliant success. A 
delicious luncheon was served by the 
state rewent to her guests in pic- 
turesque fashion ott on the lawn under 
spacious oaks. In the invigorating air 
of the high altitude with all the beau- 
ties of the surrounding scenery spread 
out before us.

LIBRARY WORK 


The following report, read at the 
seventh district meeting in Carters- 
ville, is timely and is reproduced for 
the practical use it may be to library 
committees and to those engaged in ru- 
ral school] advancement: 

I have never before had so much 
valuable material on hand, and I wish 
all present to aid in a plan for using 
the books where they will do the most 
good to -the rising generation. The 
plan is not new, as I have suggested it 
before, but it has never been adopted 
to any considerable extent. 

Instead of sending small Hbraries to 
each little school, we would like to 
furnish larger numbers of books for 
circulating county school libraries. 
Each club could then help its own 
county. We

in doing for those at their own doors. 
Now what ig to hinder in this great 
work? Only lack of interest in the 
commissioners of education in the 
scheme. I do ask that each woman 
present will undertake to communicate 
with her own commissioner and see 
if he will earnestly undertake the 
forming of a circulating library. If he 
begins it on any plan he thinks most 
feasible, we club women will give our 
hearty assistance (of course not en- 
tire support). 

As it now is, we give collections to 
the little schools; the books are soon 
read and often scattered during the 
long months of vacation, and we see 
little results for the great efforts we 
have made. I shall hope to hear good 
results through these personal com- 
munications with commissioners. 

I have in my posssession many com- 
plete yearly subscriptions of magazines. 
These will be sent on application. Th: 
contain much in way of science, his- 
tory and literature not to be found in 
bound volumes. 

Would be pleased if study clubs were 
to send subject of year’s study, as I 
would be pleased to send any article or 
book bearing on the theme. Of course 
the same Hbraries are on hand subject 
to call. 

I recall that several applications 
were made for books and magazies so 
late in the summer the response was 
necessarily delayed, but attention will 
be given at an early date.

Editor U. D. C. Department: It was 
my good fortune, during the month of 
August, to spend a week at Tallulah 
Falls—the Switzerland of Georgia. 
While there, Dr. Gray and I decided 
to go on farther and see the wonderful 
school at Rabun Gap. We had not 
notified Mr. Ritchie of our coming, 80 
we found the whole force at work. Mr. 
Ritchie and two fine young fellows 
were busy plowing a furrbw down 
the steep hillside, into which they were 
laying a water main for the purpose of 
bringing water from a spring on an 
adjoining mountain top, down the hill- 
side, through the valley, and up the 
steep hillside again to a reservoir for 
the school. In this way the building 
would have surer protection from fire. 
and a more copious supply of water 
be afforded for other uses. 

These were vacation days; but some 
of the pupils and all of the teachers 
were there at work, nevertheless. 

Mrs. Ritchie and several girls were 
canning apples, even though it was a 
hot day in August. Miss Ruth Jinks, 
one of the teachers, kindly showed me 
through the building, while Mr. Ritchie 
was showing to Dr. Gray the remark- 
ably fine corn crop he and the boys 
had made. 

Prise for Rabun County. 

Speaking of apples—I must remind 
you that apples from Rabun county 
took the $100 prize at Spokane, Wash., 
last year. Think of Georgia winning 
the prize for the best apples in the 
United States! 

The certificate of this award is 
framed and hung upon the wall in the 
library of the Rabun Gap school, and 
a wonderful impetus it has given to 
apple culture. All along the moun- 
tain sides the orchards are being 
planted; the trees sprayed in up-to- 
date fashion, and intelligent care being 
given this important industry. 

The. Rabun Gap schoo! is a three- 
story building, snow-white, capped 
with a beautiful tower. The building 
is commodious and cummanding, stand- 
ing as it does upon a lofty eminence 
that looks out and beyond, across the 
sloping vaHeys to yet higher moun- 
tains that encircle this central dome 
like emeralds would a pearl in a giant 
ring. The valley extends 3 miles in 
length and about 2% in width. I can- 
not describe the grandeur of the view. 
I was wholly unprepared for anything 
80 magnificent! , 

As I watched the ibn over the 
mountain tops, and saw the mists rise 
up from the valleys, and caught a 
vision of all this greatness of natural 
surroundings, I felt a thrill of pride 
and satisfaction that the Georgia di- 
vision of the U. D. C. had been privil- 
eged to help plant this school which 
is destined to be a great factor tn the 
education life of the mountain boys 
and girls. I felt a pardonable pride in 
the fact that our College Park chapter 
had sent $35 to Rabun Gap school ag 
the result of Flag day, February 12. 

Work and Play. 

One of the mottoes that I read upon 
the walls was: “Each for all, and all 
for each,” showing the spirit of good 
fellowship. Work and play seem ifnter-

changeable terms at Rabun Gap. No 
servants are needed there. About 
twenty boys and an equal number of 
girls were in attendance last session. 
The boys’ dormitory, presided over 
by Mr. Robert Ritchie and his wife, is 
some distance from the main bullding. 

Professor Ritchie and wife and Miss 
Jinks take care of the girls in the 
main building. Each girl brings with 
her snow-white coverlets, home- 
woven blankets made from home- 
grown wool. Two large wooden 
looms are installed in the basement of 
the building. Last winter the giris 
wove enough black wool goods te 
make skirts for all the girls. Siz 
beautiful blue and wyrhite coverlets 
were brought from these magic looms 
and four dozen cotton towels. All 
this as sort of playtime. Miss Jinks 
hopes to get patterns for sofa pillows, 
so the girls may make some Christmas 
money. 

When I saw all this beautiful work, 
my respect for mountain girls rose 
high up in the scale, and I felt humil- | 
lated to think that, even with my 
“Mary Sharp” diploma, which guaran- 
teed that I had studied Latin*and 
Greek, I couldn't weave so much as a, 
pocket handkerchief. 

All hail to the Rabun Gap school! 
Time and space fail me in which to 
tell of all the wonderful things about 
this school. Mr. Asbury Hodgson, of 
Athens, and his two brothers made ¢ 
noble gift to the school—the modern, 
well-equipped, beautifully ventilated 
and lighted basement, which embraces 
bath rooms, work rooms, up-to-date 
laundry, pantry, kitchen and dining 
room. Four girls are on duty at @ 
time in the kitchen, while others serve 
their turn in dining room, dairy and 
laundry. The splendid range—big 
enough for a hotel; the boxes filled 
with kindling and wood; the _ well- 
filled sheives of kitchen utensils, and 
many other things spoke eloquently of 
the three noble donors. A_ man of At- 
lanta gave the school $1,000 last year, 
and also serves as a trustee.

Patients are very apt to 
get the cart before the horse, and) 
sometimes doctors do not think far! 
enough to unhitch the horse and turn 
him around and get him in the right 
place. The consequence is they allow 
the patient to believe, and, perhaps, 
believe themselves, that these symp- 
toms are due to the varicocele, when 
the fact of the matter ig the symp- 
toms and the varicocele are entirely 
due to one and the same cause. I 
know very well that many of these 
cases can be benefited, and in some 
cases absolutely cured without an 
operation. Where the valves of the 
veins are broken down and organic 
changes have taken place the opera- 
tion is absolutely essential. 

At any rate, I have been handling 
these cases for three decades, and have 
some original ideas about them, and 
believe I know what is best to be done 
for them; and I know this, that where 
they are accompanied with certain 
symptoms indicating a disarrangement 


of the nerve centers, that I have never 


yet seen a case that these symptoms 
were all cleared up by an operation. 
But I have seen cases that, if they re- 
ceived proper treatment after the 
operation, they were thoroughly and ef- 
fectively cured. 


Blood Poisen. 


There is probably nothing that has 
received more improper treatment than 
specific blood poison or syphilis.

Hot Springs is an excellent 
thing for certain conditions; Iodide of 
Potash is an excellent thing for cer- 
tain conditions that appear in the dis- 
ease, but the fact of the matter is that 
I don’t give it in a hundred or two 
hundred cases, and it should be given 
with an exact knowledge as to what 
its needs and requirements are, and 
then you will get the results expected. 
But if it is given with the hopes that 
you may get some good from it, it 
certainly does more harm than good. 
The consequence is, that I have ex- 
pressed myself heretofore very forcibly 
about the mixed treatment as being 
simply the outcome of a lasy doctor 
or an tgnorant doctor, and I have 
no hesitation in letting the public 
know what I believe on the subject. 
Now, the fact of the mater is, that 
the secret of treating syphilis, and 
treating it successfully, is to give care-

Hundreds of cases are im & 
sense cured, so far as the disease is 
concerned, but yet they suffer from 
certain affections that they know to 
be due to the results of the disease, 
but which are not due to the disease 
itself, but are the sequels that follow, 
just the same as man may have ty- 
phoid fever, and may get well of the 
typhoid fever, but he is left an invalid 
afterwards from the effects on his sys- 
tem of the toxine left in the system, 
or from some other condition produced 
by the disease.

Those who have followed my talks 
during the past few months know that 
I have some very decided opinions on 
this subject, and that I insist that 
gonorrhea is, in all probability, the 
most serious disease with which we 
have to contend. More serious in its 
effects upon the physical health, as 
as upon our social structure. 
There is nothing that needs more care- 
ful attention, and yet there is nothing 
that has been more neglected, or is 
treated more indifferently, or with the 
idea that it was a trifiing affection, 
than this very trouble. The acute 
phase of the disease is always nye 
never anything else but serious, an 
when it runs into gleet or chronic af- 
fection it becomes more and more seri- 
ous and is liable to be spread and 
cause intense suffering to those who 
are morally innocent, and perhaps in- 
nocent of any knowledge of what their 
trouble may be. 

I saw in my office recently a most 
deplorable case of this kind. A woman 
who should be a very model of 
strength and health and vitality, who 
has been a physical wreck for fifteen 
or twenty years. Ovarian and fallo- 
pian tubes in a state of chronic in- 
flammation, results of a disease con- 
tracted from a dissipated husband. 
Here again it is attention to details 
that becomes essential in the treat- 
ment of the disease, and in nearly all 
of these cases care and careful atten- 
tion will give us good results. This is 
the attention that I and my associates 
propose to give my patients, and it is 
the kind of attention that I have found 
the patient appreciates above every- 
thing else.

Permit me to say this, unless 
t is a sort of a last resort, I certainly 
could not advise any patient to sub- 
mit to any operation for this trouble, 
for so far the operation is anything 
but a success.

“You've 
got two legs and two eyes and 
strength. Why, you might have lost 
both hands. Then you would have 
been in a fix.”

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SOME FURTHER TALK ABOUT GENITO-URINARY AND CHRONIC DISEASES

Many times in those seventeen months 
the wanderer went hungry. Many 
times he was reduced to a few sous; 
He longed to return to America, the 
land of his birth, but he was not want- 
ed in the United States, and as regu- 
larly as he applied for a passport. just 
so regularfy was his application ig- 
nored. The man was Aaron Burr, who 
had been attorney general of the state 
of New York, United States senator 
and vice president. In the war for in- 


dependence he had played a gallant 
part. In the attack on Quebec he had: 
behaved magnificently. Side by side 
he and Montgomery had climbed the 
heights, and when Montgomery died he 
had carried the general's body back 
to the American lines. For a few 
months he -had been military secre- 
tary to George Washington, but lost 
favor with the commander-in-chief and 
was succeeded by Alexander Hamilton. 

After the war He and Hamilton had 
been rivals in politics, rivals at the bar 
and rivals in love. Hamilton had be- 
come the master spirit of the federal- 
ist party and Burr had become the 
master politician of the anti-federal- 
ists. Bitterly, almost venomously, 
these two fought each other, while on 
the surface they maintained a pre- 
tense of personal good will, if not 
friendship. But for Hamilton, Burr 
might have been president instead of 
vice president. But for Burr, Hamil- 
tons ill-advised letter to his friends 
attacking President John Adams might 
not have been made public. The publi- 
cation of that letter brought confusion 
and defeat to the federalists and dis- 
aster to Hamilton’s political plans. He 
had power enough, however, to thwart 
Burr when Burr, smarting under the 
slights of Jefferson, sought vindica- 
tion by election as governor of New 
York. The vice presidency, in those 
Gays, was considered far below the 
governorship of New York in import- 
@nce if not in dignity. The crushing 
defeat Burr received in the guberna- 
torial election meant political eclipse 
for him. He still retained the empty 
honor of the vice presidency, but his 
prestige was gone. Next came the 
duel. No doubt Burr was eager for 
some good excuse to challenge Hamii- 
ton. It came when Hamilton refused 
to confirm or repudiate an attack on 
Burr's character which one of Hami)- 
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ton’s supporters made and credited to 
Hamilton. 


Both Duelists. 


Dueling was a practice of the day. 
Duéls between political lieutenants of 
Burr and Hamilton were common. 
Hamilton’s eldest son had been killed 
in a duel by one of Burr’s followers. 
Hamilton himself had served ag second 
in one or two engagements and had 
sought a duel with James Madison. 
Burr was a firm believer in the code 
duello, and had the reputation of being 
one of the best shots of his timie. 

They met and Hamilton died. But 
with revenge came ruin. Hamilton 
dead was more beloved than Hamilton 
living. No duel ever fought on Amer- 
ican goil aroused more feeling. Burr, 
who ‘at first could see no wrong An 
the slaying of Hamilton, was astound- 
ed at the storm of indignation that 
arose. For a time he remained in se- 
clusion in his home at Richmond Hill, 
expecting the popular outburst to sub- 
side, but when he was indicted for 
murder he sought safety in flight. 
Seoretly at night he left his home and, 
hurrying to the nearby Hudson, he 
boarded a boat an wag taken to Com- 
modore Truxton’s place at Perth Am- 
boy. There he was secure for a4 few 
days only, for an indictment for mur- 
der was found against him in New 
Jersey also. Once more he had to 
move on. In Philadelphia he tarried a 
week, but, not relishing the commo- 
tion his appearance on the street cre- 
ated, he went south. There his recep- 
tion was more cordial. In South Caro- 
lina he visited his daughter, who was 
the wife of Governor Alston. In De- 
cember, five months after the killing of 
Hamilton, he was in Washington, and 
resumed his duties as vice president. 
He presided at the famous trial By the 
senate of Judge Chase, of Maryland— 
he who did not dare to venture within 
the limits of either New Jersey or New 
The dey the trial ended 
Burr's term of office expired. Of his 
conduct at thig trial much has been 
said in praise. “He prasided,” one 
senator deelared ,“with the dignity‘and 
impartiality of an angel, but with the 
rigor of a de: 

When the trial was over Burr arose 
and took leave of the senate. Of what 
he said there is no record. Most of 
the senators -were opposed to him, 
but when he closed nearly every man 
in the senate chamber was weeping. 

On the other side of the Atlantic a 
man of destiny had thrown Europe in 
convulsions and hag“crowned himself 
emperor of France. Maybe the exam- 
ple of Napoleon had stirred the: ambi- 
tion of Aaron Burr. Intensely proud,, 
intensely vain and given to consider 
himself as a great soldier and a grea, 
statesman, he saw, or thought he saw, 
in the far southwest an opportunity to 
carve out for himself a career of con- 
quest and of glory. He had a vision or 
creating in Mexico and in Texas a re- 
public | an empire of which he woulda 
be the ead. Spain was weak anu 
crumbling. Its holg on its possessions 
in North America was slight. Eng- 
land, jealous of the growth of the 
United States and fearful of the ex- 
tension of the republic, was not averse 
to seeing ’an empire in the west. There 
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is reason to believe that Burr, who 
put his ideas before the British min- 
ister to the United States, got en- 
couragement, if’ not assurance of sup- 
port. There is no doubt that many men 
prominent in American affairs enterea 
heartily into his schemes. It was an 
age of adventure and of conquest. Burr 
was an adventurer who believed in 
himself as destined to be a conqueror. 
Everything he owned in the way or 
real estate he sould to finance his proj- 
ect. Then he borrowed right ard left 
Texas and Mexico and all the posses- 
sions of Spain beyond the Mississipp! 
were ripe for revolt, he was led to be- 
lieve. 
Wilkinson's Treachery. 

He had no dou of his ability io en- 
list beyond the Alleghenies enough 
riflemen to make up an army suffi- 
ciently strong to overcome the small 
force Spain had in the territory he 
meant to invade. Of his own ability, 
of his genius as a soldier he had no 
qualms. Calmly, quietly and with as 
much secrecy as possible he went 
about his work. First he made a trip 
to the west. From Pittsburg he sailed 
down the Ohio. In Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee he got assurances of hearty 
support. Spain had aroused the enmi- 
ty of all the west by its arbitrary ef- 
forts to control the Mississippi and 
close that mighty stream to American 
commerce. At Blennerhasset island he 
enlisted Harman Blennerhasset in his 
project. Blennerhasset had fled from 
Europe to escape imprisonment anu 
on an island in the Ohio river had 
established a home and plantation that 
were considered magnificent at that 
time, 

From the Ohio Burr proceeded to the 
Mississippi and down that stream to 
New Orleans. Small of stature—being 
less than five feet six—and slender of 
frame—weighing only 125 or 130 
pounds—he nevertheless impressed all 
grades of men. He was a born lead- 
er. Exquisite in dress and soft of 
voice, he looked more like a dandy 
than an empire maker, but there was 
something about his eyes that was 


wonderful. They were very dark and 
brilliant. Men never considered him 


small once they looked into those cyes. 

Genera) Wilkinson, who had served 
with Burr {fn the war of the revolu- 
tion, was in command of the United 
States forces in the southwest. There 
is little doubt that he came under the 
influence of Burr and promised to ren- 
der every possible aid in the further- 
ance of Burr's plans. 

With recrults ready in the west and 
with the general in command of the 
United States troops in the southwest 
not only complacent but willing to 
join the expedition, the time seemed 
ripe for Burr to act. Back to the east 
he hurried to gather his supplies and 
strengtiien his financial relations, ana 
then hé would be ready. In New York 
some of the richest citizens—among 
them the Ogdens, DuPuysters and Wi}- 
letse—were subscribers to the war 
chest, and at least two United States 
senators lent their financial and moral 
support to Burr. 

Seven months Burr spent in Phila- 
deiphia perfecting his arrangements, 
and then, in August, 1806, he started 
west again. Thomas Jefferson, presi- 
dent of the United States, hated Burr 
as he hated few men. Rumors of 
Burr’s plans had reached him, but 
they were so vague and indefinte that 
he could take no action. Soon after 
Burr started on this second trip, how- 
ever, there came to Jefferson from 
Wilkerson enough information to war- 
rant the president to act. 

Copies of cipher letters from Burr to 
Wilkinnson and Wilkinsdén to Burr ex- 
posed the whole conspiracy. At Frank- 
fort, Ky., Burr was arrested. There 
wae a trial and Burr was acquitted. 
Clever lawyer that he was, he had no 
difficulty in making the trial a farce. 
Then, with less than 100 men, he pro- 
ceeded down the Ohio and entered the 
Mississippi. At Natchez he was rear- 
rested, but was released by the grand 
jury. His men, however, alarmed at 
the Intervention of the federal author- 
ities, began to desert. Burr, seeing no 
hope of putting -his: project through 
and fearful of again being arrested, 
| started to flee across Mississippi. In 
Alabama he was taken into custody

shal] presided and some of the great- 
est lawyers in America were engaged 
in the case. Burr took personal charge 
of the defense and was acquitted.

His great scheme a failure, his for- 


/tune gone and many of his friends 


bankrupt through him, he did not give 
up hope. There was np career open 
to him in the United States. He could 
not return to New York, for the mur- 
der indictment still hung over him. 
Nine mén out of ten looked upon him 
with scorn and contempt. The brand 
of Cain was upon him, but etill he 
was undaunted. 

Assuming the name of Edwards, the 
maiden name of his mother, who was a 
daughter of the renowned Jonathan 
Edwards, he‘ sailed secretly for Eng- 
land; beHeving that.the British govern- 
ment would lend a willing ear to the 
Mexican project. It was in July, 1808, 
he arrived in London. Although an 
outcast in America, he was received 
with warmth by some of the great 
men of England. Canning, Castle- 
reagh, Mulgrave and others gave re- 
ceptions in his honor. To them he 
was the “celebrated Colonel Burr.” If 
he saw in these attentions any pros- 
pect of support by the government, his 
hopes soon were shattered. Napoleon 
had placed his brother, Joseph, on the 
throne of Spain, and England, the he- 
reditary enemy of Spain, suddenly 
swung around and became the cham- 
pion and ally of that country. 

The diary of Burr shows that his 
purse was lean but his courage strong 
in those days. Never did he give up 
to despair. Once he had but twopence 
left. Philosophicallty he wrote that he 
was reduced to one penny, for with 
twopence he could hear the jingle of 
the coins, whereas with one penny he 
could not have that satisfaction. 

A loan put hfm in funds temporarily 
and he went to Scotland. He and Sir 
Walter Scott became ardent friends, 
and when he returned to London, 
Charles and Mary Lamb and Mary 
Wollstonecraft were among those who 
entertained him. But now new trou- 
ble developed to harass him. He was 
notified by Lord Hawesbury that he 
must leave England. 

“By what authority do you order it?” 
asked Burr. 

“Under the alien act,” was the re- 
ply.

His lordship agreed with him. 

It was only a respite, however. ln 
a few months he was arrested. This 
time Lord Liverpool was the moving 
spirit. Again Burr protested, but his 
lordship was not to be swayed. 

“Your presence is an embarrassment 
to the government and you must re- 
part,” he said. 


A Wanderer. 


Burr went to Sweden. From there, 
after a stay of five months, he jour- 


lewed menth. Mever was the ship 
heard from, 

The man whe had withstoed every 
ether blow with fertitude was aimoant 
crushed by this ons. For a long time 
he went inte retirement. Then he re- 
turned to his werk, beginning anew at 
66. For twenty-four years he prac- 
ticed at the bar, and fer those twenty- 
four years he had his hand in politics. 
but never openly. BDnemies he had 
without number. Never did he appear 
in public that reproachful eyes were 
not turned upon him. He went his 
way, seemingly unconcerned, but bit- 
ter at heart. Many stories dre told of 
his gallantries with women before he 
killed Hamilton. Many others are toia 
of his affairs after his return to Amer- 
ica, He married Mme. Jumel when ho 
was 78, and they separated within a 
few months. 

Remarkable man. When he was 
stricken with paralysis it was a wom- 


neyeg to Denmark. From Denmark he 
went to Germany. At Weimer he met' 
Goethe. In some places he was wel-: 
come, but in others he was not. He haa 
no money, except the little he was 
able to get from America through his 
daughter or from former clients who 
owed gmall sums to him. From Ger- 
many he went to Paris and there he 
had the most poverty-stricken days or 
his life. In all his wanderings and in 
all his hardships he had one compan- 
ion. Wherever he went he took with 
him an oll painting of the one woman 
he ljoved—his daughter. This he placed 
in the position of honor, whether he 
lived in a fine house or in a garret. 
Some of the most beautiful things 
he wrote in hig long life are about the 
Joy of this portrait of his beloved 
child brought to him in those days. 

One streak of good luck came to him, 
in Paris. An American named Gris- 
wold, whom Burr had befriended years 
before, not only insisted upon aiding 
him financially, but induced him to en- 
ter on a Httle speculation that netted 
him 2,000 francs. Then the long-de- 
layed passport was furnished to him 
and he prepareg to return to America. 
The clouds of war were gathering. He 
knew another conflict between fhe 
United States and Great Britain was 
imminent. 

He hoped for an opportunity to re- 
habilitate himself by offering his 
sword to his country. One day in 
1811 he sailed, happy, hopeful and 
more at peace with the world than he 
had been for seven years. But fate 
was not finished with its buffetings. 
The ship was captured by an English 
frigate, and Burr, who had given all 
his money to get the ship away from 
port, was landed in England penniless. 

For five months he lived on money 
he realized from the sale of some of 
his books. Then he managed to en- 
gage passage on the ship Aurora, sail- 
ing from Gravesend. When he got to 
Gravesend the Aurora had sailéd—was 
several], miles out at sea. Somehow he 
induced boatmen to row him out to 
sea in an effort to overtake the ship. 
Hour after hour they rowed. Twenty- 
o4a@ miles from shore they overtook 
the Aurora and Burr went aboard. 


Back in New York. 


He landed in Boston without a dol- 
lar. The last of his precious books 
were sold to Harvard university for 
enough to get him to New York, and 
one day in June, 1812, he arrived in the 
city from which he had fled eight years 
before. No effort was made to prose-. 
cute him for the killing of Hamilton. 
No chance came to him to get a com- 
mand in the army, so he resumed the 
practice of law. In the first case in 
which he appeared it was planned by 
those who detested him to hiss him and 
drown his voice when he arose to 
speak. But when he arose and looked 
with those wonderful eyes upon the 
hostile crowd not one of those who 
had comé to hiss uttered a sound. 

Business came to him in abundance 
and it seemed the skies were brighten- 
tng for Aaron Burr, but it was not to 
be. From the south his daughter 
sailed to meet the father. Her son, 
whom Burr had dreamed of succeeding 
him as emperor of Mexico, had died, 
and she was broken hearted over her 
loss. Day after day Burr went to the 
Battery te watch for the ship that was 


an— almost a stranger—who took him 
in and cared for him until he died. 

At Princeton college, where he was 
educated and where his father was 
president and his grandfather, too, 
they laid his body to rest when he 
died. 

Veterans of the revolutionary war 
fired a salute over his grave. Today 
the spot where his dust remains is 
marked by a simple marble monument 
on which is inscribed: 


AARON BURR. 
Born Feb. 6, 1756. 
Died Sept. 14, 1836, 
A colonel in the army of the Rev- 
olution. Vice president of the | 
United States from 1801 to 1805. | 
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Impressive Service in Ghetto.

All at once the prayer rose to a 
wail—high, loud, beseeching. And 
now all the dark faces, tense and 
haggard from fasting and excitement, 
seemed in a very ecstasy of remorse 
and supplication. Almost fanaticism: 
the same that in Russia, for hundreds 
of years, had survived the countiess 
hegal persecutions, the massacres se- 
cretly planned by the high police of 

the czars.

Cash or trophies, as preferred, to the amount of at least $500 for each Class, 
will be awarded to the winners of each of the seven divisions as follows:

Any motor car shall be eligible to eompete. 
There will be no restrictions as to Passenger loads. 
many Or as few passengers as they choose. 
CLASSIFICATION.

The iist price of cars will govern their classification without regard to extra 
equipment. 
No ear shall compete in any class below that to which its price entitles it, 
except that if there are less than five entries in any class, the cars so entered 
will be classed with the cars im the classification above. 


| DAILY RUNNING TIME. 

The following average speeds for each day’s run shall be maintained by the 
cars in their respective divisions of Class A: 

Division 1, 12 miles per hour. . 

Divisions 2 and 3, 14 miles per hour. 

Divisions 4,°5, 6 and 7, 16 miles per hour. 

To illustrate: The distance between Augusta and Savannah is 137 miles. AD 
ears costing $1,601, or over,. will be all,wed 8 hours and 30 minutes to cover that 
run; cars costing from $801 to $1,600 will be allowed 9 hours and 45 minutes, and 
ears costing under $801 will be allowed 11 hours and 25 minutes. : 

This particular run has been made by high-powered cars in five hours and 
a half, and by ‘‘baby’’ cay in about six hours, but, as stated in the announce- 
ment, this tour i¢ not to be a speed contest. 4 

Entrants may run 25 miles an hour, if the wish, or at any safe and reasana- 
ble speed within the limits of the state, esi adil municipal taon bat if their 
average speed for the day falls below the time allowance, they will be penalized 
one point for every minute late at the night control. 

The referee, or bis legal representative, may, if the necessities of the weather 
conditions or of the road demand, vary the speed schedules, announcement of the 
change being made by the starter previous to the start of the day’s run to 
which the change shall apply, or during a day’s run at any checking station where

the change is made, due notice being given to all contestants, who shall acknow!l- 
edge receipt of such notice by signing the checker’s card. No loeal referee may, 
however, authorize such variation without wire consent of the state central ref- 
eree. 


CAR EQUIPMENT. 


Competing cars may carry any extra equipment the entrants desire. There 
wil] be no restrictions as to the tools, tires, spare wheels ur anything else. 


DRIVERS. 

Drivers may be changed as often as desired, but report of same is required to 
be made to the referee, and the regular and substitute drivers shall be named in the 
entry blank. 

In case of illness, emergency drivers may be used. 


OFFICIAL HEADQUARTERS. 

An official bulletin board wil] be displayed at a known headquarters each 
night, giving such additiona] information as may be required. Failure on the part 
of drivers, observers or entrants to consult the official bulletin board displayed 
at headquarters shal] be at their risk. 

Cars entering from towns on the route are expected to start from their home 
towns. 

Oars entering from towns not on the route may start from any point on the high- 
way they elect, and must end their tour at the town at which they start. 

All cars must start on Monday, October 17, provided that where there is but one 
car to start from a town on the route, it may, if the entrant so desires, wait until 
Tuesday und join any gfoup passing that day. 

Cars may start each morning, at any hour before noon, but they must be 
checked out and receive certificate accordingly. Likewise, upon arrival at the 
night contro], they must be checked in and receive certificate accordingly. 

Cars may start as soon as the checke; signs their cards. 


. OFFICIAL NUMBERS. 

~ Each car will Lave its official number prominently displayed on each side of 
the hood, and, if the owner desires, with name of town from which it enters; 
similar display should be made on the rear of the body. 

The name of the car in letters 4 imchas high may appear upon the sides and 
upon the front and rear. 

ENTRIES. 

Entries will be numbered in the order of their receipt. 

Each entrant shall, at least three day. before the start, name an official rep- 
resentative for each of his entries, fail'ng which, the driver of the ear shall be 
considered the official representative. 


The official representative of the entr int shall be subject to all rules and penal- 
ties prescribed for the entrant, and shall be considered as the entrant in fact. 

The entry fee will not be refunded in case a car fails to start, or in any case. 
unless the contest is for any reason aban joned. 

Entries shall close at jeast two days before the date fixed for the contest. All 
entries must be addressed to Frank Weldon, Chairman, Atlanta. 


The route will be exactly marked b~ the following method: 
By providing each contestant with a description of the route, where practicable, 
and oy sign boards at al] forks and crossroads. 


CONTROLS. 

The official station established at the end of each day’s run, where the cars 
are officially checked, shal] be known as the ‘‘night control.’’ 

Each entrant, or official representative of such entrant, upon starting each 
day’s run, shall sign a statement in duplicate, submitted by an official of the eon- 
test fixing the time of his departure, and shal! receive a card indicating such time, 
which ecard shal] bear the signature of said official.. Failure to comply shall re 
sult in disqualification. 


Fach car shall be checked upon reaching the established points of control, 


There shal! be established at each night contro] a parking station, in which 

all competing cars may be stored at the owner’s risk. 
ROAD REGULATIONS. 

Wotrants and official representatives of entrants shall conform to all laws, 
ordinances and rules of the road, and any entrant or official representative of 
such entrant violating any of the provisions of these rules, or who shall fafl to 
show due consideration to the officials or other participants in the tour, or 
other users of the highways, may be disqualified or penalized, at the discre 
tion of the referee. 

Any car whose owner or driver shall be arrested for violation of speed 
laws, or of any law or ordinance may be disqualified or penalized, at the dis- 
cretion of the referee. — : 

Replacements, adjustments and repairs may be made at any time. 

Cars unintentionally leaving the course must return to it at the point 
whence they left, under penalty of disqualffication. 

PROTESTS AND DISQUALIFICATIONS. 

A written protest may be filed with the referee by any participant in the 
tour, but must be accompanied by the sum of $25. If the protest is not sus- 
tained, this sum will bé forfeited, but if the protest is sustained, the protest 
fee will be returned to the person making such deposit. No protest not con- 
forming to the above requirements will be considered. Each protest will be 
acted upon at the earliest practicable moment. 

(a) Any protests as to unfair rulings, foul driving, routes, ete. shall be 
made within twelve (12) hours after the occurrence. 

(b) Any other protest may be made ¢rring the tour, or within twenty-four 
(24) hours after the tour is concluded and before any award is made. 

No entrant or his official representative shall be disqualified until he shall 
have been notified of the act complained of, and if the act be denied, he shall 
be given a hearing, after which a decision shall be rendered. Upon notice of 
disqualification, the referee may compe! him to cease to run in the contest, and 
in that event the official numbers shall be removed from his car and such en- 
trant shall not receive any certificate, but shalJ] be mentioned in the records 
as having been disqualified, and no entrant of any car that may be disqualt/ 
fied shall have any claim of any kind or nature whatsoever against the pro- 
moters or against any members of any committee or any official of the contest, 
because of such disqualification or the publication thereof, or failure to mention 
the performance of the disqualified car prior to its disqualification. 

PENALTIES. 

All cars shall start with a clean score. 

Any car which for any reason discontinues as a contestant shall not be 
considered in any prize award—the object being that all entrants shail make 
the whole tour. 

TIME. At all night controls, or checking stations, a car is given a three- 
minute leeway. If due at a station at 4 o'clock, it bas until 4:03 to arrive. 
The head checker must cal] aloud, or otherwise announce the time, so that 
waiting contestants ¢an check through during their proper three-minute leeway. 

After the expiration of the three-minute leeway, each arrival shal] be penal- 
ized one point for each minute or fraction. thereof. 

Each checker will mail to central headquarters every night a duplicate of 
his time sheet and the penalizations, if any. 

A car having withdrawn from the contest will be permitted to continue the 
run, but not as a participant for prizes. . 
AWARDS. 

At the close of the contest the referee shall cause to be posted on the 
bulletin board at official headquarters in each town his decisions as to the 
awards.
